To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  to  their  fellow  citizens  our 
annual  report  for  the  past  year. 

At  the  outset  we  would  like  to  express  a  very  sincere  thank  you  to  all  of 
the  town  officials  and  citizens  who  have  given  so  unselfishly  of  their  time  for 
the  benefit  of  the  town.  The  inter-departmental  relationship  of  the  various 
Town  departments  has  improved  with  each  passing  year.  This  spirit  of  internal 
cooperation  is  rewarding  to  us  and  has  proven  to  be  a  definite  asset  and  a 
prerequisite  to  good  town  government. 

Our  town's  insurance  and  street  lighting  programs  are  continually  being 
reviewed  by  our  Board.  Both  programs  are  of  extreme  importance  to  all  of  us 
and  realistic  coverage  will  be  implemented  wherever  possible  and  practical. 

The  police  and  fire  departments  have  both  distinguished  themselves  with 
very  obvious  displays  of  their  dedication  to  duty.  We  have  been  commended  on 
numerous  occasions  for  individual  acts  of  merit  accomplished  by  members  of 
each  department.  Police  Chief  William  J.  Carlin  attends  personally  each  of 
our  Thursday  night  meetings.  His  complete  and  concise  reports  made  to  us 
weekly  enable  the  Board  to  keep  abreast  of  current  problems  and  implement 
corrective  measures  when  warranted.  We  will  always  have  a  problem  in  the 
traffic  department  with  the  ever  increasing  number  of  cars  and  other  vehicles 
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which,  of  necessity,  must  use  our  streets.  Whenever  specific  problem  areas  are 
brought  to  our  attention  they  are  given  very  careful  scrutiny  and  every  possi- 
ble avenue  and  recommendation  explored  for  possible  solutions.  The  police 
department  has  made  several  key  arrests  this  year  which  have  cut  down  con- 
siderably on  the  number  of  individual  housebreaks  recorded.  Their  record  ac- 
tually sneaks  for  itself,  and  we  are  indeed  fortunate,  as  a  community,  to  have 
this  high  caliber  of  men  working  in  our  behalf. 

The  fire  department,  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Walter  M.  Champion, 
has  also  achieved  a  record  to  be  proud  of.  Several  very  serious  fires  were 
handled  very  ably  by  our  fire  department-  And  in  some  cases,  more  serious 
consequences  v/ere  averted  by  clear  thinking  and  precise  coordinated  action  by 
individual  members  of  the  department.  We  also  maintain  a  very  close  working 
laison  with  this  department  through  Chief  Champion.  The  Atlantic  Hand  Tub 
Committee  was  very  active  this  year  and  added  to  their  list  of  credits  the 
sound  defeat  of  the  Marblehead  Gerry  crew  and  acquired  for  the  town  the 
coveted  trophy,  which  we  proudly  display  in  the  Historical  Display  Case  in 
the  Administration  Building.  They  also  completed  the  Hand  Tub  building, 
adjacent  to  the  Central  Fire  headquarters  on  Burrill  Street,  The  very  at- 
tractive building  was  dedicated  at  an  appropriate  ceremony  on  July  19,  1967, 
when  the  keys  were  formally  presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  was  a 
very  commendable  community  type  endeavor  and  individual  accolades  w^ere 
expressed  by  our  chairman  at  the  ceremony.  The  fire  department,  auxiliary, 
and  Hand  Tub  Association,  well  deserve  our  vote  of  thanks. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  continuously  worked  in  close  harmony 
with  our  Board.  They  have  always  been  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  comply 
with  our  wishes.  It  is  due  in  large  part  to  them  that  our  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
bration. Memorial  Day  parade,  as  well  as  many  other  well  received  town  ac- 
tivities are  successful.  It  is  also  their  huge  responsibility  for  the  overall 
upkeep  of  the  town.  It  is  this  Board  and  their  capable  superintendent,  Mr. 
Paul  A.  Polisson,  whom  we  all  should  thank  for  the  fine  overall  appearance  of 
the  lovely  town  we  live  in. 

On  Saturday,  January  21,  1967,  we  rededicated  the  Tedesco  Monument  at 
the  Swampscott  Cemetery.  Time  and  the  elements  had  practically  obliterated 
the  original  inscription  describing  the  disaster  which  occurred  off  our  shores 
110  years  ago.  A  new  placque  was  added  to  the  monument,  which  will  provide 
posterity  with  a  clearer  record  of  the  tragedy. 

1967  saw  the  completion  of  a  very  successful  Y.M.C.A.  Youth  Center  pro- 
gram for  the  youth,  as  well  as  the  adults  of  our  community.  Aver  1000  young- 
sters took  part  in  the  many  varied  and  well  supervised  programs  offered  to  the 
community.  This  is  a  very  creditable  effort  on  the  part  of  both  Marblehead  and 
Swampscott  to  combine  forces  in  an  endeavor  to  keep  our  youth  off  the  streets 
and  have  them  concentrate  their  energies  towards  more  productive  and  health- 
ful enterprises.  Our  community  has  given  this  program  its  full  support  both 
financially  and  spiritually. 

Equally  successful  this  past  summer  was  the  new  sailing  program  which 
involved  nearly  one  hundred  Swampscott  youngsters.  This  program  was  spe- 
cifically designed  to  encourage  youthful  interest  in  this  fine  sport  and  teach, 
not  only  the  necessary  requirements  of  safety,  but  to  give  these  youngsters 
actual  supervised  experience  in  town  owned  boats. 

The  Christmas  Lighting  Committee  saw  the  fruits  of  its  labor  this  year. 
Humphrey  Street  was  appropriately  decorated  with  very  attractive,  lighted 
Christmas  trees,  suspended  from  thirty  individual  street  lighting  poles  on  the 
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main  street.  This  type  of  decoration  was  thought  by  all  who  saw  them  to  be  in 
very  good  taste  and  added  to  the  festive  atmosphere  of  the  town  during  the 
holiday  season. 

The  town,  through  its  MDC  Advisory  Committee,  made  another  very  seri- 
ous attempt  to  withdraw  from  this  very  costly  system.  Although  we  were 
unsuccessful,  we  now  have  the  added  support  of  the  Selectmen's  Association, 
along  with  other  representative  communities  in  the  Commonwealth.  Two  bills 
have  been  filed  by  our  representative  for  legislative  consideration  in  1968,  and 
we  feel  confident  that  progress  in  this  matter  is  forthcoming. 

A  Town  crisis  nearly  arose  with  the  impending  closing  of  the  Saugus 
dumping  area.  The  Board  of  Health  has  this  situation  well  in  hand  for  the 
future.  We  were  able,  through  a  combined  effort  of  the  several  communities 
involved,  to  prevail  upon  the  Governor  to  intercede  and  keep  the  dump  open  on 
a  temporary  basis  until  the  State  can  establish  a  suitable  dumping  area  to 
take  care  of  our  needs.  The  Board  of  Health  has  developed  several  acceptable 
alternatives  to  satisfy  our  town  needs  if  a  future  crisis  should  arise. 

The  Home  Rule  legislation  has  brought  about  the  need  for  a  Charter 
Commission  to  draw  up  a  new  Town  Charter.  All  that  is  contemplated  in  the 
first  year  is  for  the  Commission  to  examine  and  then  codify  all  statutes,  laws, 
and  regulations  which  make  up  the  framework  of  our  Town  Government.  This 
is  essential  because  v/ithout  the  Charter,  we  cannot  take  advantage  of  the 
Home  Rule  amendment  which  we  are  unanimously  in  favor  of.  We  urge  all  of 
you  who  have  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  town  to  take  an  active  part  in 
this  endeavor. 

Our,  now,  traditional  Memorial  Day  parade  and  Fourth  of  July  celebration 
were  again  this  year  very  pleasurable,  and  well  received  by  the  townspeople. 
It  is  obvious  to  us,  by  the  very  active  participation  on  the  part  of  both  young 
and  old,  that  this  type  of  observance  should  be  continued.  We  are  sure  that 
this  type  of  respectful  observance  does,  in  fact,  enhance  the  integrity  of  our 
town. 

Collective  bargaining  with  our  employees  has  become  a  major  part  of  the 
Selectmen's  agenda.  The  Board  has  spent  many  hours,  along  with  our  appointed 
Bargaining  Agent,  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Harvey,  in  an  honest  and  sincere  effort  to 
effect  an  agreement  which  w^ould  not  only  benefit  the  town,  but  its  employees 
as  well.  We  feel  that  the  town  has  been  very  generous  to  its  employees  in  past 
years,  and  with  this  in  mind,  a  mutual  agreement  will  be  reached  by  all  those 
concerned,  in  the  very  near  future. 

There  are  many  other  areas  of  town  affairs  which  come  before  our  Board. 
We  have  not  attempted,  in  our  report,  to  list  them  all,  but  have  concentrated 
on  the  more  important  issues.  For  example,  our  report  makes  no  mention  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Station.  This,  too,  was  a  major  problem  of  the 
town,  but  the  details  are  too  long  and  complicated  to  make  clear  in  a  short 
report  such  as  this.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know,  however,  that  the  Swampscott 
Rotary  Club  will  complete  a  new  Station  Shelter  in  1968,  and  a  complete 
report  will  be  given  next  year. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  all  of  you  who  have  served  the  town  in  any 
capacity  whatsoever.  It  is  a  healthy  situation  for  a  town  such  as  ours  to  have 
so  many  dedicated  people  willing  to  serve.  The  more  people  that  are  involved, 
the  less  chance  there  is  to  make  a  mistake  or  a  costly  oversight. 

We  also  renew  our  pledge,  made  to  you  last  year,  that  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  dedicate  every  eflFort  towards  the  future  welfare  of  the  Town 
of  Swampscott.

At  the  adjourned  session 
of  the  meeting,  held  on  Tuesday,  April  4,  1967,  Mr,  Will  ams  moved  to  reconsid- 
er Article  34  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  another  amendment  to  the  Job  Clas- 
sification and  Salary  Plan.  The  Moderator  announced  that  he  would  declare  a 
recess  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  advice  of  the  Selectmen  on  the  question 
whether  this  proposal  was  substantially  different  from  the  motion  that  had  been 
defeated.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Moderator 
that  it  was  not,  but  the  Selectmen  and  the  representatives  of  the  firefighters' 
union,  bargaining  collectively  under  G.L.  c.  149,  ss  178C  -  178  N,  reached  an 
agreement  during  the  recess.  Mr.  Williams  withdrew  his  motion,  and  Mr.  Han- 
non  moved  to  reconsider  Article  34  for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Job  Classification  and  Salary  Plan,  in  place  of  that  recom- 
mended by  the  Personnel  Board:

Such  fence  shall  be  either  a  chain  link  fence  or  a 
quality  timber  stockade  fence  approximately  five  (5)  feet  in 
height; 

(c)  Every  gate  in  the  fence  enclosing  such  pool,  except  an  open- 
ing through  the  dwelling  or  other  main  building  on  the  prem- 
ises, should  be  secured  by  a  lock  which  can  be  opened  only  by 
a  key  from  the  outside  and  without  a  key  from  the  inside, 
with  a  spring  or  other  device  to  keep  said  gate  securely  closed 
and  locked  at  all  times  when  the  owner  or  a  responsible  occu- 
pant of  the  premises  is  not  present  at  such  pool; 

(d)  Such  pool  and  deck  shall  not  be  erected  closer  to  any  property 
line  than  is  provided  for  by  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town 
of  Swampscott. 
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3.    No  swimming  pool  shall  be  installed  or  maintained  unless: 

(a)  The  Building-  Department  and  Health  Department  is  satisfied 
there  shall  be  no  cross-connection  with  the  public  water  supply 
system  if  the  water  for  such  pool  is  supplied  from  a  private 
well; 

(b)  The  Building  Department  and  Health  Department  is  satisfied 
the  inlet  shall  be  above  the  overflow  level  of  the  pool,  if  the 
water  for  such  pool  is  supplied  from  the  public  water  supply 
system; 

(c)  Such  pool  shall  be  chemically  treated  in  a  manner  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  bacterial  and  chemical  standards  established  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Sanitary  Cods  relating  to 
public  swimming  pools; 

(d)  Section  3  shall  be  enforced  by  Building  Inspector  and  or 
Board  of  Health. 

No  permission  shall  be  granted  for  the  installation  of  any  swimming 
pool  unless  the  plans  therefor  meet  the  minimum  Town  of  Swampscott 
Building  Department  construction  requirements  nor  until  the  owner  of 
the  premises  has  filed  with  the  Building  Department  a  certification  by 
the  Town  Health  Department  that  the  drainage  of  such  pool  is  ade- 
quate and  will  not  interfere  with  the  public  water  supply  system,  with 
existing  sanitary  facilities,  or  with  the  public  highways.  Pools  shall  be 
connected  to  storm  or  sanitary  drains  if  available. 

5.    Public  and  Semi-public  pools  shall  conform  to  the  Massachusetts  Sani- 
tary Code  relative  to  public  swimming  pools  and  enforced  and  licensed 
by  the  Board  of  Health, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

ling which  forms  a  part  of  the  enclosure  need  not  be  so  equip- 
ped. Unanimous.

The  Board  of  Assessors  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott,  for  the  year  1967. 

At  the  first  meeting-  of  the  Board,  after  the  Town  election,  Messrs.  Ernest 
Manchin  and  Gordon  S.  Borek,  were  unanimously  elected  chairman  and  sec- 
retary respectively. 

Although  a  number  of  non-statutory  applications  for  abatement  have 
been  filed,  your  Board  feels  optimistic  that  they  will  be  satisfactorily  resolved. 

Statutory  exemptions  which  are  mandatory  under  Chanter  59  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  amounted  to  $87,325.70.  This  figure  is 
$8,617.70  hig-her  than  last  year.  Applicants  who  qualify,  consisting-  principally 
of  veterans  and  elderly  persons  70  years  of  age  or  more,  are  entitled  to  the 
exemptions. 

A  so  called  Recapitulation  sheet  will  be  used  to  determine  the  tax  rate 
for  1968  as  in  previous  years.  A  brief  explanation  of  the  process  involved 
which  results  in  a  tax  rate,  follows: 

A.  First,  all  appronriations  voted  by  your  Town  Meeting  members,  to  be 
raised,  are  recorded.  Needless  to  say,  if  this  figure  is  kept  down,  it  will 
have  a  favorable  effect  on  your  tax  rate. 

B.  Then  add  "tax  assessments"  levied  on  our  Town  by  the  County. 

C.  Also  add  the  State  ''tax  assessments"  levied  on  our  Town. 

D.  Finally  add  an  amount  for  "Overlay"  for  statutory  exemptions  pri- 
marily and  abatements. 

E.  The  total  of  these  four  fig-ures  is  the  "Gross  Amount  To  Be  Raised." 

F.  Subtract  "Estimated  Receipts  and  Available  Funds." 

G.  The  resulting-  figure  is  our  "Net  Amount  To  Be  Raised  By  Taxation 
On  Property." 

H.  The  tax  rate  is  now  determined  by  dividing  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion figure  (thousands  of  dollars)  into  the  net  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  figure. 

For  your  further  information,  if  we  estimate  that  the  total  assessed  valu- 
ation figure  for  1968  will  be  $104,000,000.  then  the  following-  results  develop. 
Each  of  the  below  amounts  represents    tax    money  per

Mr.  Frazier  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office  on  March  16,  1967.  Mr.  Daniel  P.  Kelly  was  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  on  March  20,  1967  for  a  three  year  term.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  held  on  Thursday,  March  23,  1967,  Mr.  George  J. 
Burke  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  1967. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  herewith  submits  its  twelfth  annual  Report  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  1967. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  for  administrative  purposes  is  divided 
into  seven  service  divisions.  A  general  report  of  each  division's  activity  follows 
with  a  summary  of  accomplishments  completes  the  1967  report.  , 

CEMETERY  DIVISION 

There  were  118  interments  in  1967;  all  receipts  for  interments,  lot  sales, 
liners,  foundations,  etc.,  amounting  to  $17,691.00  were  paid  to  the  Town  Trea- 
surer. The  enlargement,  beautification  and  maintenance  will  be  continued  an- 
nually as  funds  are  voted  to  continue  this  cemetery  as  the  best  appearing  and 
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maintained  in  the  state.  The  present  plans  call  for  blasting  and  excavating 
existing  rock  areas,  backfilling  with  suitable  material,  thereby  adding  addi- 
tional needed  graves. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  Cemetery  and  Park  Division  employees, 
when  not  plowing  snow,  completely  overhaul,  repair,  paint  and  adjust  all  the 
different  types  of  power  equipment  used  in  the  parks,  playgrounds,  and  athletic 
fields,  using  the  Cemetery  garage  for  a  work  shop. 

A  contract  was  awarded  in  1967  to  blast  and  excavate  approximately  6300 
cubic  yards  of  ledge  for  enlarging  the  Cemetery  by  950  graves  at  a  cost  of 
$33,000.00. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Engineering  services  furnished  by  this  division  throughout  1967  included 
land  surveying,  preparation  of  record  plans,  writing  descriptions  of  properties 
and  easements,  revising  maps  for  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  accordance  with 
land  transfers  received  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  cost  estimating,  design  of 
various  works  and  structures,  preparation  of  contracts  including  specifications 
and  drawings,  laying  out  and  supervising  the  work  on  various  construction 
projects,  and  the  furnishing  of  engineering  data  to  private  engineers,  survey- 
ors, attorneys,  and  the  general  public.  Because  projects  requiring  engineering 
services  are  usually  described  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  various  divisions 
and  departments  concerned,  no  listing  of  such  projects  is  repeated  here  but  the 
apportionment  of  these  services  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  problem  of  finding  and  retaining  competent  personnel  for  this  division 
rsmains  most  acute.  The  positions  of  Assistant  Town  Engineer  and  Junior 
Engineer,  vacant  since  August  of  1964,  are  still  vacant.  This  depletion  of 
permanent  helo  led  to  abandonment  of  the  Northeastern  University  student 
training  program  which  has  baen  a  source  of  inexpensive  engineering  talent 
since  the  year  1951. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

This  division  has  the  resuonsibility  of  maintaining  and  cleaning  approxi- 
mately 704  catch  basins  in  the  spring  and  fall.  Streets  and  sidewalks  were 
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■swept,  patched,  plowed,  sanded  and  repaired.  Beaches  were  cleaned,  drains 
cleaned,  flushed,  and  repaired.  In  the  fall,  two  leaf  machines  picked  up  285  tons 
■of  leaves  placed  in  the  streets.  Streets  are  swept  by  a  mechanical  street  sweep- 
er, litter  baskets  are  cleaned  twice  per  week  and  more  often  if  needed.  Traffic 
lines,  cross  walks  and  other  traffic  regulatory  signs  are  replaced,  using  300 
gallons  of  traffic  paint. 

New  bituminous  concrete  streets  and  sidewalks  were  constructed.  Snow 
plowing,  snow  removal  and  sanding  were  performed  on  streets  and  sidewalks. 
School  yards  and  school  parking  areas  were  plowed  and  sanded.  There  were 
1035  tons  of  sand  and  722  tons  of  salt  and  Calcium  Chloride  used  in  1967. 

This  division  is  called  upon  to  assist  in  many  other  types  of  work  such  as 
grading  play  areas,  paving  basketball  courts,  cleaning  park  areas,  and  loaning 
personnel  to  Cemetery,  Water,  Sewer  and  Engineering  Divisions. 

PARK  DIVISION 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
areas  at  Jackson  Park,  Abbott  Park,  Administration  Building,  Monument 
Avenue,  Phillips  Park,  the  Town  owned  beaches,  and  all  Town  trees. 

The  year  started  off  with  frustrations  in  weather  as  far  as  skating  was 
concerned.  To  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  first  year  in  a  long  time  without 
"out-door"  ice.  A  couple  of  nights  were  cold  enough  to  freeze,  but  thaws  during 
the  day  eliminated  the  skating. 

Jackson  Park  contains  three  permanent  paved  tennis  courts,  three  clay 
tennis  courts.  Little  League  ball  diamond,  small  children  skating  area,  picnic 
area  with  fireplaces,  regular  ball  diamond,  soccer  field.  Little  League  practice 
-diamond,  permanent  paved  basketball  court,  and  hockey  rink  with  an  adjacent 
heated  building  containing  rest  room  facilities,  also  the  Lodge  with  surround- 
ing picnic  area. 

Abbot  Park  contains  Little  League  practice  diamond,  permanent  paved 
basketball  court  and  small  children  playground  equipment  area;  and  the  large 
grass  area  is  divided  in  the  winter  for  both  skating  and  ice  hockey,  and  in  the 
fall  for  Pop  Warner  night  football  practice. 

Administration  Building  grounds  and  adjacent  Monument  Avenue  Mall 
•contain  large  grass  areas,  shrubbery  and  beautiful  flower  beds. 

Phillips  Park  contains  the  football  stadium.  Field  House,  two  permanent 
paved  tennis  courts,  paved  basketball  court.  Little  League  diamonds,  girls' 
field  hockey  area,  football  practice  fields.  Varsity  baseball  diamond,  cinder 
track  and  other  field  events  areas.  Rotted  planks  were  replaced,  and  all  bleach- 
ers were  painted. 

The  Town  beaches  include  Fisherman's  Beach  and  Fish  House  with  timber 
pier,  Orient  Court  Extension,  Whales,  New  Ocean  House  and  Eiseman's  Beach- 
es, a  total  length  of  2800  Lineal  Feet. 

On  the  forty  miles  of  streets  in  the  Town,  trees  are  cared  for,  removed  and 
renlaced,  and  new  tailored  and  flowering  trees  planted.  In  accordance  with 
Section  21C,  Chapter  94B  of  the  General  Laws  and  by  Chapter  521,  Acts  of 
1962,  the  Supt.  of  Public  Works,  Supt.  of  Parks,  and  two  tree  surgeons  are 
licensed  (after  examination)  to  supervise  and  apply  pesticides. 

An  aerial  spray  was  done  in  April  by  the  Lyon  Heliconter  Service  of  an 
estimated  two-hundred  elms,  using  a  12%  solution  of  D.D.T.  This  was  supple- 
mented at  later  dates,  using  Sevin,  Tedion,  and  the  most  prominent  trees  with 
Ranid-Gro,  a  liquid  fertilizer.  The  honey-dew  aphid  continues  to  make  the  elms 
look  badly  in  the  late  summer.  The  removal  count  seems  to  have  levelled  off  to 
about  thirty  each  year.  With  twenty-six  confirmed  by  the  Shade  Tree  Labora- 
tory and  another  four  or  five  just  dead  trees,  it  is  not  going  to  take  long  for 
our  elms  to  be  all  gone. 

Maintenance  was  stressed.  Flower  beds,  grass  culture,  playfields  and  the 
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stadium  were  cared  for.  Two  projects  were  carried  on  with  labor  from  all  di- 
visions, the  up-dating  of  a  set  of  clay  tennis  courts  to  modern  all  weather  sur- 
faced courts  and  the  construction  of  a  girls'  field  hockey  field  at  the  rear  of 
the  Shaw  School. 

Fishermen's  Beach  was  again  closed,  so  that  all  beach  activities  were 
transferred  to  the  area  in  front  of  the  New  Ocean  House.  The  Lifeguards  car- 
ried on  swimming  lessons  as  well  as  their  other  duties. 

Aerial  sprays  by  Helicopter  were  applied  for  the  control  of  the  elm  bark 
beetle  and  the  oak-leaf  skelotonizer.  Additional  sprays  were  made  at  later  days 
for  honey-dew  ar)hids,  scale  insects,  and  to  control  several  tree  diseases  through 
further  applications  of  fungicides. 

Tree  planting  was  carried  out  as  usual  to  renlace  vandalized,  auto  damag- 
ed, and  an  occasional  matured  dangerous  tree.  Posted  tree  removals  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  highlight  of  the  planting  was 
done  in  the  fall  by  planting  large  flowering  cherries  along  Fishermen's  Beach 
promenade. 

The  following  trees  were  planted  this  year:  12  almira  maples,  12  columna 
manles,  12  red  scanlon  maples,  6  sugar  maples,  10  maple  leaf  sycamores,  20 
paul  scarlet  hawthornes,  24  kwanzan  cherries,  5  globe  headed  cherries,  20  pur- 
ple leaf  hornbeam,  3  shade-master  locust,  16  crimson-king  maples. 

There  were  twenty-four  small  trees  destroyed. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  more  than  thirty-six 
miles  of  main  sewer  lines  and  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  motorized 
equipment  in  the  Sev/er  Pumping  Station. 

Many  inspections  and  tests  were  made  by  the  personnel  of  the  Sewer  Di- 
vision as  requested  by  the  Health  Officer  to  determine  sources  of  pollution  to 
Fishermen's  Beach,  the  results  should  be  in  the  Board  of  Health's  Report. 

With  the  sewer-rodder  machine,  a  daily  preventative  maintenance  program 
of  rodding,  cleaning  and  flushing  main  sewer  lines  keeps  main  lines  free  of 
roots,  debris  and  grease.  The  men  assist  in  the  construction  and  re-construction 
of  drains,  drain  manholes  and  catch  basins  in  the  existing  streets  and  in  the 
new  street  construction  program.  The  men  also  assist  in  building  maintenance 
and  rerfairs  of  all  buildings  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  combined  operation  of  the  Diversion  Chamber  and  Chlorinator  units 
controlled  pollution  of  Stacy  Brook  which  empties  into  King's  Beach.  This 
system  requires  daily  maintenance  during  the  bathing  season.  The  operating 
costs  are  assumed  both  by  this  Town  and  the  City  of  Lynn  —  cost  to  each  com- 
munity is  approximately  $980.00. 

The  following  work  has  been  completed  in  1967: 

1.  New  particular  sewers  inspected  —  15  house  laterals. 

2.  Main  sewers  rodded  and  flushed  —  172  streets. 

3.  Sewer  lines  excavated  and  repaired  —  10  streets. 

4.  Storm  drains  rodded  and  flushed  —  42  streets. 

5.  Loose  manhole  covers  sealed  —  35  manholes. 

6.  Inspected  all  main  sewer  lines, 

7.  Sewer  and  storm  drain  manhole  frames  and  covers  replaced  — 
18  manholes. 

8.  Gallons  of  sewage  pumped  in  1967  —  615,350,000  gallons. 

9.  Daily  average  —  1,690,000  gallons. 

WATER  DIVISION 
This  division  is  responsible  for  the  installation,  repair  and  maintenance  of 
over  46 1^  miles  of  various  sizes  of  cast  iron  water  mains  including  house 
services. 
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New  water  mains  were  installed  in  the  following"  locations: 
315  Lin.  Ft.  -  8  inch  C.  I.  Main  —  Essex  Street 
603  Lin.  Ft.  -  8  inch  C.  I.  Main  —  Temple  Beth  El,  Atlantic  Ave. 
246  Lin.  Ft.  -  4  inch  C.  L  Main  —  Temple  Beth  El,  Atlantic  Ave. 
627  Lin.  Ft.  -  8  inch  C.  L  Main  —  Ocean  Avenue  and  Shepard  Avenue 
180  Lin.  Ft.  -  8  inch  C.  L  Main  —  Phillips  Beach  Avenue 
360  Lin.  Ft.  -  12  inch  C.  L  Main  —  Franklin  Avenue 
2196  Lin.  Ft.  -  12  inch  C.  L  Main  —  Stetson  Avenue  and  Bristol  Avenue 
324  Lin.  Ft.  -  12  inch  C.  L  Main  —  The  Greenway 
Six  broken  hydrants  were  replaced  and  eight  new  hydrants  were  installed 
at  new  locations. 

Renewed  22  services  complete,  renewed  14  services  from  main  to  curb 
stop,  renewed  5  services  curb  stop  to  meter,  installed  33  new  services,  repaired 
24  service  leaks,  made  45  service  repairs,  repaired  3  hydrants,  thawed  out  10 
frozen  services,  repaired  10  frozen  meters,  repaired  36  meters,  repaired  107 
meter  leaks,  replaced  122  obsolete  meters,  turned  on  24  new  services,  and  turn- 
ed on  and  off  285  services. 

All  water  meters  are  read  and  bills  sent  out  three  times  per  year  except 
large  users  and  commercial  accounts  which  are  read  and  billed  monthly. 

Samples  of  our  water  system  are  sent  at  regular  intervals  to  the  Lawrence 
Experimental  Station  for  analysis,  thereby  keeping  us  constantly  up-to-date 
on  its  purity. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  GARAGE 

This  division  has  three  permanent  mechanics.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
repair,  overhaul  and  maintenance  of  50  units  of  motorized  equipment  in  the 
Public  Works  Department.  All  the  units  have  received  major  or  minor  over- 
haul; tune-up  and  repairs  throughout  the  year  such  as  axles,  clutches,  brake 
shoes  and  linings,  complete  engine  overhaul,  front  and  rear  ends  replaced  and 
electrical  system  replaced.

Pine  Street  were  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00 
of  which  the  state  reimburses  the  Town  50%,  the  county  25%,  and  the  actual 
Tov/n  cost  is  25%. 

In  conjunction  with  road  construction  in  the  above  streets,  work  of  the 
following  nature  was  accomplished:

(d)  New  copper  water  services  from  main  to  sidewalk. 

(e)  Drains  constructed  and  repaired. 

(f )  Manholes  and  catch  basins  reconstructed, 

(g)  Manholes  and  catch  basins  reset  to  grade. 

(h)  New  trees  planted  in  grass  strips. 
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New  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were  constructed  or  resurfaced  on  the 
following-  streets:  Atlantic  Avenue  (both  sides).  Bradlee  Avenue,  Burpee  Road, 
Clarke  School  Play  Area,  Greenwood  Avenue,  Foster  Road,  Manton  Road, 
Orchard  Road,  Orchard  Circle,  Robin  Lane,  Rockyledgre  Road,  Gale  Road,  Rose 
Street,  Blaney  Street,  Humphrey  Street,  Greenway,  Sewer  Station  Driveway, 
Hadley  School  Play  Area;  and  white  bituminous  concrete  on  Humphrey  Street 
from  Monument  Avenue  to  St.  John's  Rectory. 

The  football  practice  field  was  fine  graded,  fertilized  and  seeded.  The  newly 
acquired  land  was  partially  filled,  in  preparation  of  development  and  land- 
scaping. 

New  chain  link  highway  fences  installed  on  Cedar  Hill  Terrace,  Roy  Street 
and  Phillips  Park.  Area  under  the  Shaw  Junior  High  School  was  graded  and 
paved,  transforming  area  into  two  large  storage  areas. 

Graded,  loamed,  fertilized  and  seeded  the  rear  of  the  Shaw  Junior  High 
School  into  a  Girls'  Field  Hockey  field  and  a  Girls'  Softball  field,  enclosed  entire 
area  with  a  chain  link  fence. 

Graded,  loamed,  fertilized  and  seeded  an  area  at  the  Swampscott  Cemetery, 
completed  granite  retaining  wall. 

Filled  and  graded  area  in  the  rear  of  Phillips  Park. 

Seal  coated  with  asphalt  and  pea  stone  the  following  streets:  Elwin  Street, 
Foster  Road,  Fisher  Avenue,  Nichols  Street,  and  Elm  Place. 

Drilled,  blasted  and  removed  ledge  on  Foster  Road  and  paved  area  with 
bituminous  concrete. 

Graded  and  paved  new  water  main  trenches  on:  Bristol  Avenue,  Stetson 
Avenue,  Franklin  Avenue,  Ocean  Avenue,  Shepard  Avenue  and  Essex  Street. 

Constructed  concrete  ramp  from  beach  to  pier  at  rear  of  Fish  House. 

In  accordance  with  vote  under  Article  15  of  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  Board  of  Health  proceeded  to  invite  and  interview  con- 
sulting engineers  to  make  a  preliminary  planning  survey  and  report  on  Sewage 
Treatment  Facilities,  which  included  the  investigation  of  possible  causes  of 
pollution  at  Fishermen's  Beach.  The  joint  Boards  voted  to  award  the  contract 
to  Clinton  Bogert  Associates,  Fort  Lee,  New  Jersey,  in  the  amount  of  $9,000.00. 

RECREATION 

The  clay  tennis  courts  at  Jackson  Park  were  paved  with  top  course  of 
bituminous  concrete,  painted  and  striped,  new  nets  installed.  These  courts  are 
now  used  year  round,  weather  permitting. 

Report  of  Swampscott  1967  Summer  Recreation  Program  sponsored  by  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  was  most  successful  with 
very  high  attendance. 

The  regular  morning  park  programs  were  held  from  9  a.m.  to  12  noon.  The 
very  capable  instructors  then  helped  with  swimming  lessons  from  1  p.m.  to 
2  p.m.  The  parks  were  full  of  children  each  day.  Participation  —  190. 

Whenever  the  weather  was  good,  the  youngsters  were  taught  to  swim. 
Many  mothers  have  complimented  us  on  this  program.  There  is  great  joy  in  a 
parent  when  a  youngster  has  just  learned  to  swim;  and  over  the  past  few  years, 
hundreds  of  children  have  taken  their  first  swim  stroke  with  us.  Participation  — 
30  to  80  per  day. 

The  Sailing  Program,  with  Mr.  David  Shepherd  as  Instructor,  was  a  very 
active,  popular,  well-run,  and  most  successful  program.  The  Sailing  Committee 
was  also  very  helpful.  Part'cipation  —  75. 

The  Tot  Program  was  very  popular  and  very  active  and  has  proven  itself. 
The  participation  was  excellent,  and  the  activities  were  healthy  for  the  tots. 
Participation  —  over  140  per  day. 

The  Tennis  Program  was  excellent;  and  thanks  to  an  active  and  dedicated 
instructor,  Phillips  Park  was  full  of  tennis  players  each  morning.  Participa- 
tion —  40  per  day.

Because  of  the  closing  of  Fishermen's  Beach,  the  Lifeguards  were  trans- 
ferred to  Whales,  New  Ocean  and  Eiseman's  beaches;  and  they  assisted  in  the 
swimming  lessons  and  the  "trim-off"  program,  in  addition  to  patrolling  the 
beaches. 

The  "Trim-Off"  was  a  program  for  adults  in  weight  reducing  and  was  held 
from  11  a.m.  to  12  noon.  Participation  —  10  to  14. 

The  evening  programs  were  carried  on  in  an  excellent  manner  and  con- 
sisted of  the  following: 

The  Muscle-In  Program,  with  Barry  Gallup  as  an  excellent  instructor, 
may  be  the  best  contribution  the  Public  Works  Department  has  made  to  the 
health  of  the  teenagers.  Participation  —  81  boys  registered,  over  60  showed  up 
each  evening. 

Basketball  was  held  each  evening  which  was  very  interesting,  and  spec- 
tators gathered  each  night.  Participation  —  106. 

Girls'  Softball  was  a  great  program  and  ran  off  well.  Participation  —  60 
girls. 

Adult  Tennis  Lessons  were  given  by  Jill  Eiseman  and  Mary  Jane  Chandler 
who  were  excellent  instructors,  although  the  attendance  was  very  low.  Parti- 
cipation —  10. 

The  Football  Clinic  which  was  supervised  by  Barry  Gallup  consisted  of  ten 
college  players  who  instructed  fundamentals  to  youngsters.  Many  spectators 
attended  this  program.  Participation  —  80  boys.

To  the  Citizens  of  Sv/ampscott 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


More  than  most  years,  1967  has  for  your  School  Committee  been  a  time  of 
exploration  and  of  working  partnership  with  residents  of  the  community. 

More  than  many,  too,  it  has  been  a  remarkably  busy  year.  Our  records 
show  a  total  of  thirty  official  meetings  for  twelve  months.  Yet  unrecorded  are 
upwards  of  thirty  more  iriformal  sessions,  involving  some  or  all  of  the  mem- 
bers. A  majority  of  these  latter  meetings  have  been  spent  in  collective  bargain- 
ing with  representatives  of  our  staff. 

Indeed,  with  legislation  making  such  bargaining  mandatory,  a  whole  new 
and  demanding  world  of  employer-employee  negotiations  has  opened  up  for 
School  Committee  exploration.  After  a  fall,  winter,  and  spring  of  such  sessions, 
the  summer  months  saw  the  signing  of  a  contract  with  teachers.  As  this  letter 
is  written,  we  are  still  negotiating  with  our  custodians,  yet  are  nearing,  we 
feel,  a  point  of  firm  agreement.  Throughout  our  dealing  with  both  groups,  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  the  insight,  objectivity,  and  over-all  sense  of  fairness 
of  our  collective  bargaining  representative,  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Harvey. 

In  three  of  our  most  important  enterprises  of  the  year  we  have  benefited 
strategically  by  direct  participation  of  groups  of  Sv/ampscott  citizens. 

First  came  an  appraisal  of  our  elementary  library  program.  Here,  nine 
residents  gave  generously  of  their  time  as  a  committee  to  conduct  a  penetrating 
and  imiiartial  survey  and  to  file  their  comprehensive  report.  Second  was  the 
anaVsis  of  our  needs  in  the  area  of  specific  learning  disabilities.  In  this  con- 
nection, five  citizens  worked  intensively  for  several  months  as  a  study  group 
and  made  recommendations  for  program  and  personnel  that  merit,  and  are 
receiving,  the  most  serious  School  Committee  consideration.  Third,  there  is 
the  innovation  of  voluntary  teacher  aides,  for  recess  time  supervision  in  our 
elementary  schools,  with  presently  some  sixty  mothers  reporting  to  the  four 
buildings. 
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This  is  indeed  most  gratifying,  particularly  when  we  realize  that  without 
question  the  federal  government  is  steadily  expanding  its  partnership  with  us, 
both  in  supporting  and  in  planning  programs  that  are  important  to  the  health 
and  vitality  of  our  school  system.  We  are  therefore  pleased  that  Swampscott 
finds  it  possible  to  balance  the  contribution  from  outside  the  community  with 
equally  valuable  participation  from  within.  We  are  grateful  in  the  extreme 
that  our  town  is  blessed  with  the  type  of  citizens  who  in  this  manner  readily 
respond  to  the  needs  of  our  schools. 

Thus  we  are  rightfully  proud  of  much  that  has  happened  in  1967.  High 
on  the  list  is  the  success  of  our  high  school  graduates  both  in  gaining  admis- 
sion to  the  best  colleges  of  the  nation  and  in  achieving  records  that  keep  them 
there.  These  and  other  highlights  of  the  year,  along  with  those  areas  of  ex- 
ploration we  spoke  of  early,  are  covered  in  the  superintendent's  report  on  the 
next  pages. 

Reviewing  reports  from  past  years,  we  find  that  in  1963  we  urged  in  our 
introductory  letter  that  Swampscott  residents  read  carefully  the  pages  follow- 
ing, and  added  this  comment  about  the  superintendent's  report  itself:  "It 
should  encourage  you  to  learn  more  about  the  operations  of  Swampscott's 
largest  citizen  enterprise.  No  human  enterprise  is  more  important." 

Today,  after  four  years  and  many  gratifying  accomplishments,  we  end 
with  the  very  same  appeal.  We  need  —  and  need  urgently  —  your  interest  and 
your  involvement  in  the  vital  business  of  our  schools.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  interest  of  both  brevity  and  fact,  I  shall  in  this  annual  report 
confine  my  remarks  to  those  features  which  have  served  to  make  this  year  in 
any  way  significantly  distinct  from  last.  Matters  of  judgement  and  opinion  I 
shall  try  to  hold  in  reserve  for  a  final  section  under  "Comments". 

Highlighting  1967  were  major  decisions  in  connection  with  collective 
bargaining,  elementary  libraries,  specific  learning  disabilities,  federally  aided 
programs,  merit-type  incentives,  teacher  aides,  personnel  arrangements  bud- 
get, and  college  admissions.  Let  me  discuss  these  in  this  same  order. 
Collective  Bargaining  Conies  of  Age 

A  succession  of  meetings  with  teachers  at  the  conference  table  resulted 
by  March  in  the  first  signed  contract  in  Swampscott  negotiated  between  a 
town  board  and  an  employee  group.  The  document  sets  working  conditions  for 
two  years  but  leaves  wages  open  for  annual  re-negotiation.  Throughout  the 
first  four  months  with  the  new  contract,  an  appearance  of  relatively  placid 
harmony  has  prevailed,  certainly  on  the  surface  of  things.  There  is  no  reliable 
indication  to  date  that  anybody  at  present  finds  the  document  either  an  un- 
reasonable burden  or  a  state  of  Utopian  bliss.  Conceivably,  its  true  importance 
is  yet  to  be  tested. 

In  much  the  same  manner,  custodians  and  School  Committee  representa- 
tives labored  together  throughout  the  year  to  bring  forth  a  similar  contract. 
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We  are  still,  as  the  year  ends,  somewhere  short  of  complete  agreement.  Yet  it 
seems  likely,  from  present  evidence,  that  a  contract  will  be  signed  within  the 
early  weeks  of  the  new  year. 

Representing-  the  School  Committee  on  its  side  of  the  table  in  both  sets 
of  negotiations  was  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Harvey,  collective  bargaining  agent  for 
the  town. 

Citizens  Evaluate  Elementary  Libraries 

Twice  during  1967  the  School  Committee  called  upon  groups  of  citizens 
for  assessment  and  solution  of  difficult  problems.  First,  in  response  to  mount- 
ing disagreement  about  the  justificaton  of  libraries  in  our  elementary  schools, 
the  Committee  asked  nine  Swampscott  residents  to  evaluate  the  program  and 
make  their  recommendations  for  its  future. 

Chaired  by  Mrs.  Paul  Miller,  and  with  Dr.  Frederick  Keach  as  secretary, 
an  Elementary  Library  Study  Committee  was  originally  named  that  included 
also  Mrs.  Merrill  Feldman,  Miss  Elizabeth  Johnson,  Mr.  Frank  Mansur,  Mr. 
Sidney  Stamell,  Mr.  Clayton  Smith,  Dean  John  McDowell,  and  Mr.  Warren 
Sawyer.  Dean  McDowell  and  Mr.  Sawyer  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from 
the  group  before  the  completion  of  its  study,  which  continued  from  spring 
through  fall  and  resulted  in  a  November  1st  report  to  the  School  Committee. 

This  fifteen-page  document  finds  much  of  educational  value  in  the  elemen- 
tary libraries  yet  among  its  eight  recommendations  proposes  that  (1)  they 
be  coordinated  more  effectively  than  they  have  been  with  the  Swampscott 
Public  Library;  (2)  their  annual  budget  for  books  and  audio-visual  supplies 
and  equipment  be  reduced;  (3)  unless  either  the  Machon  School  enrollment  or 
the  Clarke  School  space  becomes  greater,  consideration  be  given  to  combining 
these  two  library  operations;  and  (4)  employment  of  clerks  in  elementary  li- 
braries be  discontinued  as  processing  and  cataloguing  become  centralized. 

At  a  public  meeting  on  November  14  the  School  Committee  cited  the  report 
as  "exemplary"  in  establishing  a  pattern  that  committees  similarly  serving 
the  community  might  well  choose  to  follow.  Copies  were  made  immediately 
available  in  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  and  in  each  of  the  six  school  offices. 
Probe  of  Specific  Learning  Disabilities 

A  second  citizens'  group  was  called  into  being  to  help  School  Committee 
and  administration  in  setting  policy  to  serve  Swampscott  pupils  with  difficul- 
ties now  classified  by  many  authorities  as  specific  learning  disabilites  and  to 
meet  new  requirements  established  by  the  state  legislature  for  survey  and 
treatment  of  these  disorders.  , 

Accepting  invitations  to  work  with  the  group  were  Mrs.  Joan  Simmons, 
Mrs.  Minita  Levenson,  Mr.  John  McKenney,  Dr.  Lincoln  Palmer  and  Mr.  John 
Thompson.  This  committee,  too,  worked  through  spring,  summer  and  fall. 
In  the  summer  months  Mr.  McKenney,  the  first  chairman,  found  that  demands 
of  his  law  practice  made  his  resignation  advisable.  Mrs.  Simmons  then  as- 
sumed the  chairmanship,  while  Mrs.  Levenson  continued  the  secretarial  re- 
sponsibilities she  had  undertaken  at  the  outset.  The  committee  in  November 
submitted  a  report  that  was  no  less  painstaking  because  designated  as  "pre- 
liminary." 

Estimating  that  between  three  and  ten  percent  of  Swampscott's  pupils 
may  come  within  the  scope  of  the  problem,  the  report  includes  the  following 
on  its  list  of  recommendations:  (1)  appointment  of  a  supervisor  to  administer 
a  program  for  identification  and  treatment  of  children  with  specific  learning 
disabilities,  (2)  employment  of  a  "motor  development  instructor"  to  work 
with  problems  of  physical  coordination,  (3)  an  in-service  program  for  our 
teachers  that  will  be  related  to  these  disorders,  and  (4)  teacher-aides  to  assist 
the  professionals  by  assuming  certain  non-professional  duties. 
Phase-out  for  Professional  Advancement  Plan 

After  a  five-year  run  over  a  difficult  course,  the  Swampscott  Professional 
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Advancement  Plan,  developed  between  1960  and  1962  and  introduced  in  Sep- 
tember of  the  latter  year,  was  voted  out  of  existence  at  a  June  meeting"  of 
the  School  Committee. 

Outweighing  several  advantages  that  the  program  was  felt  to  offer  were 
considerations  of  its  potential  cost,  the  possiblility  of  its  ultimately  having  a 
negative  effect  on  the  basic  salary  schedule,  and  its  lack  of  whole-hearted 
acceptance  among  a  significant  number  of  Swampscott  teachers. 

One  conspicuous  advantage  that  administration  saw  in  SPAP  was  that  it 
got  certain  important  jobs  done  by  encouraging  the  teachers  in  the  program 
to  undertake  them  as  professional  duties.  This  feature,  to  a  degree  at  least, 
was  retained  under  a  "phase-out"  provision  that  certain  of  these  assignments, 
those  most  necessary  within  the  system,  would  be  continued  on  a  year-to-year 
contract  under  which  teachers  carrying  them  received  extra-assignment  pay 
proportionate  to  their  former  SPAP  stipend.  The  arrangement  appears  so  far 
to  be  satisfactory.  , 

It  might  be  observed  also  that  SPAP  itself,  controversial  from  its  very 
inception,  has  nassed  from  the  scene  with  scarcely  more  than  a  few  ripples  of 
disturbance.  There  has  even  been  some  rejoicing  at  its  demise.  Historically, 
perhaps  v/e  should  write  the  whole  thing  off  as  another  noble  experiment. 
Three  Federal  Programs  to  the  Fore: 

Work-Study,  CURA,  and  Instructional  Materials  Centers 

Our  schools  have  felt  the  impact  of  $102,627  in  federal  funds  through  three 
major  programs  for  which  we  applied  and  received  approval  under  the  Ele- 
mantary  and  Secondary  Act  of  1965.  , 

Work-Study 

First,  chrono^:Ogical]y,  is  the  high  school's  "Program  of  Occupational  In- 
formation and  Placement,"  begun  last  year  under  Mrs.  Janice  Schooley  as 
director  and  carried  on  this  year  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Martin.  This  essentially  is  a 
work-study  project  that  helps  some  twenty  or  more  boys  and  girls  to  find 
meaningful  part-time  employment  while  students  and  at  the  same  time  seeks 
to  prepare  them  —  scholastically,  socially,  and  occupationally  —  for  appropri- 
ate career  placement  at  the  end  of  their  schooling.  Mr.  Martin  operates  his  pro- 
gram in  close  cooperation  with  local  employers  as  well  as  with  the  Youth  Op- 
portunity Center  of  the  Lynn  office  of  the  Division  of  Employment  Security. 
The  project  is  funded  in  Swampscott  by  the  federal  government  in  the  amount 
of  $11,800  annually  under  Title  I  of  ESEA. 

CURA 

Introduced  last  fall  for  the  first  time  was  our  "Culturally  Reinforced  Re- 
mediation Program  in  Reading  and  Arithmetic."  Abbreviated  locally  as  CURA, 
this  project  offered  to  one  hundred  elementary  school  pupils,  free  of  charge,  a 
six-week  program  that  provided  not  only  small-group  work  in  reading  and 
arithmetic,  but  also  related  activities  in  art,  music,  speech  and  physical  edu- 
cation, supported  by  health,  guidance,  and  library  services.  Director  of  the 
1967  session  was  Hadley  School  Principal  Leon  Marden.  The  high  degree  of 
motivation  imparted  by  the  participating  teachers,  along  with  the  welcome 
absence  of  restraints  and  fears  usually  associated  with  school,  appears  to 
have  paid  off  generously.  Indeed,  we  cannot  recall  ever  having  heard  such  en- 
thusiastic responses  throughout  the  community  for  any  other  offering  by  the 
schools.  The  fortunate  venture  was  made  possible  by  a  $19,990  federal  grant, 
also  under  Title  I  of  ESEA.  Should  this  sum  be  reduced  in  1968  —  and  at  this 
writing  some  national  cut-back  in  the  Massachusetts  allotment  seems  possible 
—  the  School  Committee  has  prepared  to  offer  from  its  own  budget  a  sum 
sufficient  to  make  up  the  difference  and  so  ensure  CURA  again  for  1968. 

Title  III  Workshop  for  Teachers 

The  most  massive  of  our  projects,  designated  as  "Training  of  StalT  for 
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Use  of  Instructional  Materials  and  Demonstration  Centers,"  came  into  beingr 
in  August  after  application  procedures  that  began  the  previous  December. 
Financed  under  Title  III  of  ESEA  in  the  amount  of  $63,867,  the  program  sets 
up  a  faculty  in-service  training  program  in  the  use  of  the  latest  instructional 
materials  available,  at  the  same  time  centering  such  materials  for  use  in  each 
of  the  six  school  libraries  and  opening  those  libraries  at  stated  times  for  ob- 
servation by  visitors  who  are  professionally  concerned  with  libraries  and 
schools.  Directing  this  quite  ambitious  project  is  Miss  Katherine  W.  Trickey, 
coordinator  of  libraries  for  the  Swampscott  Public  Schools. 

At  its  very  outset  the  project  converted  one  high  school  classroom  into 
a  workshop  and  processing  center.  Here  for  some  four  days  each  year  all  of 
•our  own  teachers,  replaced  in  their  own  classrooms  by  substitutes,  come  for 
workshop  sessions  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Esther  E.  Sullivan,  a  graphic 
arts  and  audio-visual  specialist.  Both  Mrs.  Sullivan  and  the  substitutes  are 
paid  entirely  from  the  federal  funds;  continuity  of  regular  teaching  is  main- 
tained, in  nonnal  practice,  by  never  taking  teachers  from  their  classrooms  on 
consecutive  days.  In  another  part  of  the  same  room,  new  materials  acquired 
under  this  and  other  titles  are  prepared  for  use  both  by  teachers  in  the  work- 
shop and  by  pupils  in  classrooms.  It  is  a  busy,  stimulating  scene. 

Sharing  with  Non-public  Schools 

Programs  established  through  these  and  other  federal  grants  are  open  to 
pupils  and  teachers  from  both  public  and  private  schools.  We  were  pleased  to 
have  pupils  from  St.  John's  in  CURA  last  summer  and  now  teachers  from  St. 
John's  and  from  Hillel  Academy  at  the  Title  III  workshop.  These  schools  are 
also  making  use  of  equipment  and  materials  that  we  were  able  to  obtain 
through  opportunities  created  by  recent  federal  legislation. 

Parent  Participation  Urged 

It  has  for  some  time  been  lamented  by  School  Committee  and  administra- 
tion that  direct  parent  involvement  in  school  programs  may  be  on  the  wane.  In 
some  of  our  schools  the  PTA  is  all  but  extinct;  in  few  can  it  boast  of  anything 
like  full  and  active  membership.  Conceivably  the  problem  may  lie  in  lack  of 
inducement,  of  opportunities  for  contributions  that  would  actually  mean 
something. 

The  Committee  therefore  in  1967  suggested  that  a  real  chance  had  opened 
up  with  the  new  need  for  teacher-aides  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades. 
A  contract-agreement  negotiated  with  teachers  promised  twenty  minutes  each 
day  free  of  classroom  supervision,  yet  this  could  become  possible  only  through 
increased  personnel  at  added  expense  to  the  town  or  through  part-time  vol- 
unteer work  by  mothers.  The  call  went  out. 

Some  sixty  or  more  mothers  responded  and  today,  in  varying  numbers 
and  degrees  of  success,  are  taking  playground  and  recess  duty  at  Clarke, 
Hadley,  Machon,  and  Stanley.  No  doubt  improvement  will  come  as  we,  on  our 
part,  can  help  these  aides  by  more  effectively  organizing  and  defining  their 
role.  Willingness  appears  to  be  there,  however,  in  abundance. 
Personnel  Still  the  Balance 
To  Success  or  Failure 

Teacher  turnover  in  1967  brought  thirty-one  new  faces  into  our  class- 
rooms. Apart  from  the  Title  III  workshop  program  only  one  of  these  came  to 
positions  that  had  not  existed  before;  the  others  were  replacements.  Recruit- 
ment of  faculty  of  the  right  quality  and  in  adequate  numbers  becomes  more 
difficult  at  the  same  rate  at  which  it  becomes  more  essential. 

In  the  course  of  1967,  we  had  these  retirements:  Miss  Antoinette  Lambert, 
of  the  science  department,  who  had  taught  in  the  high  school  since  1931;  Miss 
Evelyn  Lovejoy,  Machon  School,  a  teacher  in  Swampscott  since  1938;  and  Mrs.

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Flora  McLearn,  girls'  physical  education  instructor  and  coach  at  the  high 
school  since  1921.

In  other  changes,  Miss  Katherine  Trickey  was  relieved  of  her  responsi- 
bilities as  high  school  librarian  in  order  to  permit  her  to  administer  the  Title 
III  workshop  project;  Mr.  Kenneth  Martin  resigned  as  industrial  arts  teacher 
to  direct  the  Title  I  work-study  program;  and  Mr.  Robert  Hayden,  who  had 
been  acting  head  of  the  language  department  since  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Brooks  Blossom  in  1966,  was  made  permanent  chairman. 
College  Admissions  Set  New  Record 

More  Swampscott  High  School  graduates  are  going  on  to  higher  education 
today  than  ten  years  ago.  Even  within  the  past  three  years  our  record  of  col- 
lege admissions  has  risen  steadily  to  a  figure  that  represents  eighty-five 
percent  of  the  graduating  class.  More  than  forty-nine  percent  of  the  accept- 
ances are  at  the  most  highly  competitive  of  the  colleges  and  universities. 

Early  in  May  of  1967  the  guidance  department  released  the  following 
figures,  showing  up  to  that  date  the  plans  and  records  of  the  senior  class:

Even  more  impressive  than  this  list  itself,  however,  is  the  statistical  evi- 
dence that  once  in  college,  Swampscott  High  School  graduates  stay  there  and 
receive  their  degress.  The  drop-out  rate  is  a  negligible  one,  a  scant  one  per- 
cent each  year.  Supporting  this  fact  is  a  ten-year  follow-up  of  the  classes  from 
1956  through  1962  undertaken  by  our  guidance  department  and  rav"ewed  and 
approved  by  the  Office  of  Guidance  and  Placement  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 
Budget 

As  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  Swampscott  budget  underwrites 
one  of  Massachusetts'  better  school  systems. 

One  should  not  assume,  however,  that  this  excellence  will  continue  year 
on  year  automatically.  Indeed,  there  are  indications  that  adjustments  are 
essential  if  the  same  high  levels  of  educational  standards,  to  which  we  have 
become  accustomed,  are  to  continue. 

Negotiations  doubled  the  number  of  evenings  and  weekends  which  the 
Committee  and  superintendent  were  required  to  meet,  thereby  taking  precious 
time  from  School  Committee-administrative  programming.  In  addition  a  ne- 
gotiated salary  settlement  for  teachers,  subsequent  to  adoption  of  a  final 
budget,  made  administrative  management  of  the  budget  nearly  impossible. 
Only  through  understanding  of  the  problem  by  the  School  Committee  and 
Finance  Committee  has  proper  control  been  maintained. 

Another  serious  by-product  has  been  a  dislocation  of  the  balance  between 
professional  and  civil  service  salaries  on  the  one  hand  and  other  costs  on  the 
other.  Continuation  of  the  current  trend  can  over  a  relatively  short  time  result 
in  a  staff  adequately  paid  but  trying  to  work  in  schools  so  inadequately  main- 
tained and  equipped  that  their  efforts  are  nullified.  Lower  educational  stan- 
dards are  the  inevitable  result. 

A  second  serious  concern  to  the  administration  is  the  persistent  assump- 
tion that  schools  take  an  increasing  and  unjust  share  of  the  local  tax  dollar. 
One  needs  only  observe  that  the  percent  of  taxes  allocated  to  schools  in  1964 
was  49.4%  and  in  1967  was  49.1%  to  understand  that  in  recent  years  this  has 
not  been  true. 

One  conclusion  is  indisputable.  The  impact  on  the  local  tax  rate  of  mu- 
nicipal government  and  schools  has  been  almost  identical. 
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Comments 

It  would  be  difficult  indeed  not  to  be  proud  of  a  school  system  which  has 
placed  ten  semi-finalists  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  examinations; 
whose  mathematics  team  has  with  apparent  ease  dominated  competition  in  the 
Massachusetts  Mathematics  League;  whose  athletic  teams,  three  of  them  un- 
defeated, have  won  four  Conference  Championships;  and  whose  student  repre- 
sentatives have  been  named  the  best  both  at  the  Harvard-Radcliffe  Model  U.N. 
and  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  Regional  Science  Fair,  Ours 
would  be  an  extremely  false  modesty  were  we  not  to  find  satisfaction  in  these 
distinctions  that  reflect  so  preeminently  to  the  credit  of  our  pupils,  our  faculty, 
and  our  programs. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  and  thank  those  persons  and  groups 
who  year  after  year  contribute  so  generously  and  so  constructively  to  our 
public  schools.  They  are  identified  by  name  and  function  in  my  several  previous 
reports.  The  length  of  the  list  makes  yearly  duplication  impractical;  but  these 
people  are  none  the  less  appreciated. 

This  year  it  seems  appropriate  to  identify  particularly  two  blue-ribbon 
committees  and  two  news  services  for  their  special  contributions. 

The  Blue  Ribbon  Library  Committee  and  the  Blue  Ribbon  Committee  for 
the  Study  of  Specific  Learning  Disabilities  have  made  contributions  equalled 
only  a  few  times  in  my  fourteen  years  as  a  school  superintendent. 

The  news  coverage,  publicity,  and  feature  articles  published  by  the  Lynn 
Daily  Evening  Item  and  the  Salem  Evening  News  have  greatly  improved  public 
understanding  and  appraisal  of  the  Swampscott  Schools,  These  papers  have 
been  generous  of  time  and  space,  as  well  as  objective  and  responsible  in 
criticism  and  commendation.

The  Transportation  Study  Committee  continued  to  function  during  1967 
whenever  the  necessity  required,  and  this  was  often. 

Since  the  Committee  was  first  appointed  in  1956  it  has  been  headed  by  a 
dedicated  Chairman  who  has  been  completely  devoted  to  the  furtherance  of 
modern  transportation  for  both  Swampscott  and  our  neighboring  North  Shore 
communities.  Dr.  Howell  E.  Estey's  death  has  taken  from  us  an  outstanding 
leader  in  both  Transportation  and  Civic  circles  whose  place  will  be  hard  to  fill.

The  Swampscott  Public  Library  is  organized  under  applicable  Statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  a  "free"  public  library. 

Its  care  and  maintenance  is  in  its  three  trustees,  one  elected  each  year  for 
a  three-year  term. 

There  are  47,505  books  in  the  Library,  in  addition  to  a  variety  of  periodi- 
cals, music  records  and  memorabilia  concerning  Swampscott. 

This  year  67,760  people  came  into  the  reading  rooms  of  the  public  library. 
In  addition,  of  course,  numerous  people  used  the  auditorium.  The  total  circu- 
lation of  books  from  the  public  library  for  1967  was  94,349.  We  spent  $14,100 
of  public  funds  on  books,  periodicals  and  records. 

Of  the  above  figures  the  following  apply  to  the  children's  room  —  25,593 
children  used  the  children's  room  and  took  37,395  books  from  this  room.  This 
latter  figure  includes  books  circulated  by  the  children's  room  to  the  schools  of 
Swampscott  which  this  year  included  2147  books  of  fiction  and  499  books  of 
non-fiction. 

Unfortunately,  the  circulation  of  books  from  the  children's  room  continues 
to  decrease.  For  example,  in  1966  44,040  books  were  circulated  from  this  room 
and  in  1962,  50,769  books  were  circulated. 

We  have  collected  $2,183.45  in  fines  during  the  year.  This  money  we  are 
required  by  law  to  turn  in  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Town  and  have  done  so. 

Our  budget  also  contains  $3,323.50  allotted  to  us  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  the  form  of  State  aid. 

This  year  we  have  added  a  Copying  machine.  This  enables  the  library  to 
reproduce  for  the  patron  all  types  of  printed  material.  A  charge  of  fifteen  cents 
per  page  is  made  for  this  service.  The  monies  realized  from  this  source  are 
also  returned  to  the  Town. 

During  1967  it  was  with  regret  that  the  Trustees  received  the  resignation 
of  the  Children's  Librarian,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Forbes  who  retired  after  serving 
in  that  capacity  for  twenty  years.  We  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  replace  Mrs. 
Forbes  by  Mrs.  Katharine  Cobb  Martin,  who  became  the  Children's  Librarian 
in  September,  1967.  Mrs.  Martin  has  a  Master's  Degree  in  Library  Science  and 
comes  to  Swampscott  from  a  California  public  high  school,  where  she  was 
head  librarian  for  ten  years.

During  the  year  1967  our  expenditures  for  Assistance  reached  a  new  high 
of  $276,906.97  and  reimbursements  from  all  sources  totalled  $221,928.63,  leaving 
a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $54,978.34  for  Assistance.  A  total  of  $43,930.00  was 
spent  for  Administration  with  reimbursements  of  $30,806.28  leavirrg  ^  net  cost 
of  $13,124.71  for  Administration. 

Chapter  658  having  been  passed  by  the  legislature  and  funded  by  increased 
individual  and  corporate  income  taxes,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
will  take  over  administration  for  Public  Welfare  effectve  July  1,  1968.  At  that 
time  the  employees  of  our  department  will  become  employees  of  the  State  and 
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the  local  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  will  be 
eliminated.  The  new  law  calls  for  a  limited  number  of  Service  Centers  which, 
will  administer  the  Welfare  programs.  Such  a  service  center  will  probably  be 
located  in  Lynn  and  we  would  hope  that  a  branch  office  will  be  maintained  in 
Swampscott.  We  believe  that  many  months  will  be  required  beyond  July  1,  1968 
before  the  new  law  will  be  in  full  operation  and  in  the  meantime  our  staff  will 
endeavor  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
that  have  been  available  for  many  years. 

While  this  department,  which  has  operated  under  State  supervision  for 
many  years,  did  not  favor  State  administration  of  Public  Welfare,  we  do  agree 
that  the  rapidly  increasing  cost  of  the  Medical  Assistance  (Medicaid)  program 
makes  it  necessary  for  the  State  to  take  over  the  local  costs  of  the  Welfare 
programs. 

Due  to  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Ranger  on  December  31st  after  over  twenty- 
five  years  with  the  department,  the  last  fifteen  of  which  he  has  served  as  Di- 
rector of  Public  Assistance,  we  were  fortunate  in  arranging  for  the  transfer 
of  John  J.  Boyle  to  the  vacancy,  effective  January  1,  1968.  Mr.  Boyle,  a  resident 
of  Swampscott,  has  been  in  the  public  assistance  field  for  thirteen  years  and 
has  been  Director  of  Public  Assistance  at  Saugus  for  the  past  five  years. 

The  department  gratefully  acknowledges  the  continued  thoughtfulness  of 
the  Swampscott  Rotary  Club  which  annually  supplies  cheer  baskets  to  local 
townspeople  confined  to  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  and  supplies  camperships 
and  Christmas  gifts  to  needy  children.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to 
the  St.  Vincent  DePaul  Society,  the  Upper  Swampscott  Improvement  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Swampscott  Jaycees  for  their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  past 
year. 

We  again  express  our  appreciation  to  Chief  William  J.  Carlin  and  mem- 
bers of  his  department  for  their  usual  prompt  and  considerate  service  in  mov- 
ing persons  to  and  from  their  homes,  nursing  homes  and  hospitals.

More  than  20  years  ago  the  World  Health  Organization  defined  health  as 
*'a  state  of  complete  physical,  mental  and  social  well-being  not  merely  the  ab- 
sence of  disease  or  infirmity".  This  department  is  cognizant  of  the  above 
statement  and  is  constantly  striving  to  achieve  this  goal.  The  rapid  advances 
in  medical  science  results  in  a  constant  challenge. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  five  deaths  occured  last  year,  a  crude  death  rate  of 
9.4,  an  increase  of  19  deaths  over  last  year.  The  average  age  was  81.3.  Disease 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  continued  to  lead  the  causes  of  death  with 
76  followed  by  Cancer  27;  Respiratory  System  17;  Accidents  7;  Prematurity  2; 
Central  Nervous  System  3;  Gastro-Intestinal  2  and  Genito-Urinary  System  1. 

We  had  111  births,  a  decrease  of  7  from  last  year.  Eleven  babies  were  born 
prematurely  with  2  deaths.

A  high  incidence  of  Mumps  was  experienced  this  year  but  a  decrease  is 
expected  next  year  because  of  the  recently  licensed  mumps  vaccine.  The  0 
cases  of  Measles  is  due  to  a  concerted  effort  by  both  the  Public  Health  Agencies 
and  the  Private  Physicians  to  immunize  the  children  against  this  disease. 

The  State  statute  relative  to  vaccination  and  immunization  of  school  chil- 
dren was  changed  this  year.  School  children  have  been  required  to  have  a  small- 
pox vaccination  and  they  are  now  further  required  to  be  immunized  against^ 
measles,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus. 

Tine  tests  were  conducted  in  our  Tuberculosis  Program  in  the  public  and 
parochial  schools.  394  students  were  tested  in  the  Kindergarten  and  Grade  IX 
as  recommended  by  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service.  Two  positive  reactors  were 
found  in  Grade  IX  and  are  being  followed  according  to  standards  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Division  of  Tuberculosis.  61  Swampscott  School  teachers  were  also 
tine  tested  in  compliance  with  the  State  Law.  10  were  found  positive  and  later 
X-rayed  and  cleared  at  the  Lynn  X-ray  Clinic. 

We  had  one  patient  hospitalized  at  the  Middlesex  Sanatorium  for  tubercu- 
losis. Continued  follow-up  is  very  important  in  the  control  of  this  disease  which, 
is  now  on  the  increase.  Swampscott  residents  are  reminded  that  the  Lynn  X-ray 
clinic  is  open  to  them  from  8:30  A.M.  to  1:00  P.M.  Monday  thru  Friday.  This 
is  a  free  service 

A  total  of  405  students  from  Grades  I,  VI  and  XI  were  immunized  against 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

The  Dental  Inspection  program  v/as  conducted  during  the  year,  from  Kin- 
dergarten thru  Grades  IV  w^ith  parents  notified  of  the  needs  of  dental  care  and 
the  necessity  of  good  dental  hygiene. 

The  School  Health  Programs  at  the  St.  John  School  with  630  children  and 
Hillel  Academy  with  65  children  continue  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Health  Department  which  includes  vision  and  audiometer  testing,  health  super- 
vision and  health  counseling. 

The  47th  consecutive  Rabies  Clinic  was  operated  in  September  by  Arthur 
A.  Barry,  D.V.M.  Of  the  782  licensed  dogs  357  were  inoculated  with  Rabies 
vaccine  and  an  additional  64  persons  sent  in  cards  reporting  their  dogs  received 
rabies  vaccine  by  a  veterinarian  privately. 

74  Dog-bites  were  reported  this  year,  a  decrease  of  4  from  last  year. 

Coastal  pollution,  septic  tanks,  cesspools  and  lack  of  sewerage  facilities 
are  major  problems  in  Swampscott.  Sewerage  articles  have  been  presented  each 
year  by  the  Town  Boards  resulting  in  a  progressive  sewerage  program.  It  is 
quite  evident  now  that  this  program  is  needed  and  must  be  continued.  Many 
areas  are  experiencing  extreme  difficulties  due  to  lack  of  sewerage  systems. 
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Tiigh  water  tables,  as  well  as  clay,  ledge  and  other  impervious  materials.  The 
Board  of  Health  will  present  an  Article  at  the  1968  Town  Meeting  for  your 
consideration. 

An  Article  was  passed  March  1967  calling  for  a  Preliminary  study  for 
Sewerage  Treatment  Plant.  After  a  series  of  interviews  Consultant  Engineers 
were  engaged  September  6,  1967  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of 
Health.  The  Contract  calls  for  a  final  report  on  February  6.  1968. 

We  have  been  directed  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  to  comply 
with  the  following  schedule:  Completion  of  preliminary  report  and  plans,  Feb- 
ruary 1971;  appropriation  of  funds  for  site;  final  plans  and  acquisition  of  site 
1971.  Completion  of  final  plans  1972.  Start  of  construction,  April  1972;  com- 
pletion of  construction,  April  1973.  It  is  believed  that  if  our  present  progressive 
schedule  is  uninterrupted  we  will  meet  all  dates  as  scheduled. 

Refuse  disposal  is  and  has  been  quite  a  problem.  At  the  present  time  we 
are  still  using  the  DeMatteo  dump  in  Saugus.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts obtained  a  restraining  order  enjoining  the  Town  of  Saugus  from  clos- 
ing the  dump.  We  have  a  possible  emergency  site  in  Swampscott  in  case  the 
Commonwealth  loses  its  present  court  case,  or,  if  they  have  to  close  down  the 
DeMatteo  operation  because  of  lack  of  area.  An  Article  is  being  prepared  for 
your  consideration  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1968  as  an  emergency 
measure. 

There  were  393  Plumbing  Permits  and  137  Gas  Permits  issued  by  this 
Board  this  year.  All  fees  for  these  were  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  Mosquito  and  Noxious  Weed  program  was  very  effective  in  spite  of 
the  wet  season.  Our  operator  was  licensed  by  the  State  Pesticide  Board  and  as 
usual  respected  our  natural  and  wild  life  areas.  Residents  are  reminded  that 
areas  can  by  sprayed  for  mosquitos  and  weeds  on  their  property  by  calling  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

This  narrative  report  is  brief  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  town  reports. 
We  wish  to  thank  Townspeople,  Private  Agencies  and  all  Town  Departments 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.  If  any  additional  information  is  needed 
regarding  Health  activities  we  will  be  glad  to  furnish  same.

During  1967  thirty-one  Workmen's  Compensation  claims  were  reported, 
including  four  involving  weekly  disability.  , 

Payments  on  these  claims  and  previous  ones  still  open  from  the  past 
amounted  to  $4,455.28.  The  number  of  claims  and  the  amount  paid  is  about 
the  same  as  the  year  before. 

The  Fire  and  Police  Department  medical  bills  totalled  $1,432.58,  an  in- 
crease over  the  past  year. 

The  excellent  cooperation  of  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  in 
handling  these  matters  is  very  much  appreciated.

The  Authority  submits  a  report  of  its  activities  for  the  year  1967;  and 
although  the  contents  are  somewhat  repetitious  from  year  to  year,  the  Au- 
thority is  required  by  the  Public  Housing-  Law  to  list  the  information  contained 
herein. 

The  office  of  the  Authority  is  located  at  6  Duncan  Terrace  in  the  Golden 
Age  Project.  Regular  and  special  m.eetings  are  held  as  often  as  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  business  of  the  Authority.  Annual  election  of  officers  is  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  April. 

.  The  Authroity  was  established  in  1948  and  is  an  independent  corporation 
from  the  Town.  Four  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  the 
fifth  member  is  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Housing  Board  for  a 
five  year  term.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five  year  term  with 
staggered  expiration  dates  to  guarantee  a  majority  of  experienced  members 
to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  Authority.  All  vacancies  are  filled  by  vote  of  a 
joint  meeting  between  the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  until  the  next 
annual  election,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

All  checks  and  withdrawals  against  the  accounts  of  the  Authority  must  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  and  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Trea- 
surer. 

The  Executive  Director,  Counsel,  Insurance  Brokers  of  Record  and  em- 
ployees are  all  appointed  by  the  Authority.  It  employs  a  call  maintenance  man 
at  an  hourly  rate  based  on  actual  hours  worked.  Tradesmen  are  called  as 
needed  at  the  prevailing  wage. 

To  date  the  Authority  has  jurisdiction  for  the  operation  of  one  Veterans 
Project  and  one  Elderly  Housing  Project  for  a  total  of  76  apartments.  Both 
these  developments  were  constructed,  are  operated  and  maintained  at  NO  COST 
to  the  Town. 

Periodic  inspection  of  grounds  and  apartments  are  made  by  the  Authority 
and/or  its  representatives  for  both  the  aforementioned  programs. 

The  following  insurance  policies  are  carried  by  the  Authority:  Fire,  Public 
Liability,  Moneys  and  Position  Bond,  Workmen's  Compensation,  Non-ownership 
Auto  and  Fire  and  Theft  on  office  furniture.  All  the  policies  are  awarded  and 
approved  by  the  State  Housing  Board. 

All  positions  are  bonded  for  $10,000  each  under  the  Blanket  Bond  of  the 
State  Housing  Board. 

Veterans  Project  200-1 

During  the  calendar  year  the  Authority  received  a  subsidy  from  the  Com- 
monweath  of  Massachusetts  amounting  to  $6150  which  is  less  than  the  maxi- 
mum of  $10,150  or  21/2%  of  total  $406,000  bond  issue  that  can  be  obtained  for 
debt  requirements  and  operation.  The  debt  schedule  requires  that  all  bonds  be 
retired  in  1991  and/or  a  period  of  40  years. 

Major  maintenance  projects  for  the  year  consisted  of  an  extensive  exterior 
painting  program. 

A  contract  in  the  amount  of  $2657.60  for  the  installation  of  176  aluminum 
storm  windows  on  all  second  floor  windows  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
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A  program  of  preventative  maintenance  is  continuously  being  carried  out 
before  items  become  major  or  expensive  to  repair.  ' 

The  sum  of  $1,296  was  paid  to  the  Town  during  the  year  which  represented 
a  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

The  Project  consists  of  9  multiple  buildings,  4  apartments  in  each,  for  a 
total  of  36  apartments.  There  are  16  five  room  apartments  and  20  four  room 
apartments.  There  are  36  individual  basements  and  gas  heating  units. 

Each  unit  is  equipped  with  a  gas  range  and  electric  refrigerator.  All  heat- 
ing and  utility  charges,  exclusive  of  water,  are  paid  directly  by  the  tenants. 

The  total  development  cost  for  this  36  unit  program  amounted  to  $406,000 
or  $11,277.78  per  apartment. 

The  annual  re-examination  of  family  income  was  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  approved  procedures,  and  rents  were  computed  and  established  according- 
ly and  became  effective  in  September.  Rent  revisions  are  made  as  often  as 
necessary  depending  on  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  individual  families. 

The  average  monthly  rent  for  the  year  amounted  to  $56.40,  with  no  va- 
cancy loss.  The  Authority  had  a  total  of  6  vacancies  for  this  development  which 
were  promptly  filled. 

The  Viet  Nam  GI  bill  passed  by  Congress  this  year  has  and  will  increase 
the  number  of  applicants  eligible  for  this  type  housing  program. 

Preference  is  given  to  honorable  discharged  veterans  of  World  War  II, 
Korean  War  and  Viet  Nam  War  in  the  low  income  group  with  children.  Secon- 
dary preference  is  given  to  other  groups  as  follows: 

1.  A  single  veteran  50  years  old  or  over  and  a  widow  of  a  veteran. 

2.  Elderly  persons  over  65  years  old. 

3.  Non-veterans  in  the  low  income  group.

Elderly  Housing  Project  667-1 

During  the  calendar  year  the  Authority  received  a  subsidy  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  amounting  to  $22,075.  The  anticipated  amortiza- 
tion of  Notes  Payable  v^ill  expire  in  the  year  2002  or  a  40  year  period. 

The  total  development  cost  of  the  forty  unit  program  amounted  to  $563,000 
or  $14,075  per  apartment. 

Minor  improvements  and  maintenance  program  was  carried  out  consistent 
with  the  operation  of  an  Elderly  Housing  Project. 

An  exterior  painting  program  was  completed  this  year;  and  a  tool  shed 
was  constructed  to  garage  power  mower,  snow  machine,  tools,  etc. 

Under  this  program,  no  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  is  authorized. 

The  average  rent  of  $53.00  per  month  includes  gas  for  heat,  hot  water  and 
cooking.  The  tenants  pay  for  their  respective  electrical  bills  which  amount  to 
approximately  $4.00  per  month  depending  on  individual  usage. 

There  was  a  turnover  of  six  tenants  with  no  vacancy  loss. 
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Following  are  some  of  the  main  features  of  the  Golden  Age  Development: 

1.  Access  road  to  project  from  Superior  Street  with  turn-around  at  end  of 
street. 

2.  Emergency  vehicle  path  to  buildings  which  will  not  reach  across  road. 

3.  Parking  for  16  cars. 

4.  Asphalt  paved  walks,  drying  yards  and  sitting  areas. 

5.  Trees  and  grass  areas. 

6.  Each  building  has  individual  boiler  room  with  gas  boiler  and  hot  water 
heater,  fireproof  stain  halls,  complete  fire  detection  units,  emergency 
lighting  and  call  buzzer  system. 

7.  Each  apartment  has  SV2  rooms,  separate  living  room,  bedroom  with 
closet,  kitchen  and  bath,  master  television  antenna  system  outlet,  fire 
detectors  in  bedroom,  living  room  and  kitchen,  automatic  door  release 
which  unlocks  front  door  when  unit  emergency  call  device  is  tripped, 
kitchens  are  equipped  with  double  sink,  gas  range,  electric  refrigerator, 
range  hood  and  fan  units. 

8.  There  are  six  buildings  for  a  total  of  40  apartments,  four  six-unit 
buildings  with  two  units  over  four;  one  eight-unit  building  with  four 
apartments  over  four;  and  one  eight-unit  building  with  four  units  over 
four  with  office  located  at  one  end  of  first  floor. 

9.  The  buildings  are  two  story  with  brick  veneer  construction. 
The  eligibility  requirements  for  the  program  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  person  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over  (single  individuals  living 
alone  or  couples  are  eligible). 

2.  A  person  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (except  an  alien  who 
has  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  and  who  has  been 
honorably  discharged  and  provided  application  has  been  made  for  citi- 
zenship and  aliens  eligible  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance). 

3.  A  person  must  be  of  the  low  income  group  and  must  be  in  need  for  good 
housing.  Apartments  for  two  persons  may  be  occupied  by  the  following 
combinations: 

a.  Married  couple. 

b.  Two  men  or  two  women. 

c.  A  brother  and  sister, 

d.  In  some  instances  an  elderly  tenant  (65  years  or  over)  and  a 
non-elderly  person  provided  that  person  is  necessary  for  the 
physical  well  being  of  the  elderly  person  in  the  low  income  group.

Elderly  Housing  Project  667-2 

The  following  is  an  up-to-date  report  concerning  this  project: 
The  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  to  permit  multi-family  dwellings, 
owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Authority  to  be  located  on  land  zoned 
residence  4-3  district  of  the  Town,  provided  permission  was  obtained  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals. 

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  vote,  the  Authority  proceeded  to  take  land  on 
Pitman  Road. 

Two  owners  of  certain  parcels  of  land  brought  a  Petition  for  the  determin- 
ation of  the  validity  of  the  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Laws,  and  asked  the 
Court  to  determine  if  the  said  amendment  was  valid. 

One  of  the  above  owners  filed  a  Bill  in  Essex  Superior  Court  seeking  to 
restrict  the  Authority  from  taking  any  action  under  the  Order  of  Taking. 

No  action  was  taken  on  the  foregoing  case  as  the  Judge  decided  that  this 
particular  case  be  transferred  to  the  Land  Court  to  be  decided  with  the  others. 

All  parties,  recognizing  that  an  early  determination  was  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  all,  filed  a  motion  in  the  Land  Court  for  a  speedy  trial  which  was  held  in 
the  latter  part  of  November.  The  Judge  took  the  cases  under  advisement  until 
December  29  and  postponed  decision  until  sometime  in  January,  1968. 

Assuming  the  decision  is  favorable  to  the  Authority,  the  other  parties 
would  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  If  the  decision  should  be 
adverse  to  the  Authority,  it  might  have  to  go  to  the  1968  Town  Meeting  for  a 
further  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Law. 

In  June  the  Authority  received  from  the  sale  of  its  third  series  Notes  the 
amount  of  $562,000;  and  due  to  the  lack  of  construction  activity,  the  said 
amount  was  invested  in  U.S.  Treasury  Bills  maturing  in  May,  1968. 

The  Authority  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  Division  of  Housing,  Board 
of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  others  interested  in  public  housing 
for  Swampscott  residents  in  the  low  income  group.

DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

FORREST  E.  MASON,  JR.,  Director  _ 

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Organization  continues  its  training  program 
for  the  Auxiliary  Police,  Fire,  Rescue  Squad  and  Communication  Department 
so  that  in  time  of  emergency  these  units  will  be  prepared  to  help  our  regular^ 
Town  Departments. 

During  the  past  year  our  CD.  personnel  responded  to  six  emergency  calls. 

The  men  who  responded  to  these  emergencies  are  volunteers  and  they  de- 
serve recognition  one  and  all.  Unfortunately  space  does  not  permit  this.  How- 
ever, I  can  say  "Thank  you"  from  myself  and  our  Town's  people. 

As  I  have  said  before,  the  home  is  the  basic  unit  of  the  community,  and  the 
basic  unit  on  which  defense  of  the  home  front  must  be  built.  Civil  Defense 
looks  to  you  the  people  of  our  town,  to  take  an  active  role  in  protecting  your 
home.  No  one  else  can  do  that  job  for  you. 

A  few  simple  steps  for  family  Civil  Defense  are  as  follows: 

1.  Know  your  air-raid  alert  signals  and  what  to  do  when  they  sound. 

2.  Have  at  least  one  member  of  your  family  take  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
course.  This  should  be  a  must. 

3.  Prepare  a  room  or  area  in  your  cellar  that  will  afford  you  the  most 
protection. 

4.  Have  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days'  supplies  of  canned  goods  and  water 
stored  for  each  member  of  your  family. 

5.  Have  a  planned  Civil  Defense  action  with  your  family  so  that  they  will 
know  what  to  do  in  case  of  any  emergencies  that  might  happen. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  all  the  members  of  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  and 
their  families  for  their  interest  and  long  man  hours  that  have  been  spent  in 
maintaining  our  equipment,  redecorating  the  interior  of  our  Headquarters,  and 
for  the  many  hours  spent  on  drills.  I  am  especially  gateffjul  to  the  men  of  the 
Auxiliary  Fire  Department  that  put  in  many  hours  getting  our  new  Auxiliary 
Engine  5  *'in  service".  This  engine  replaces  our  1925  Engine  #5  that  was  sold 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Antique  Museum. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, to  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department  and  to  all  town  departments- 
who  have  done  so  much  to  help  the  Swampscott  Civil  Defense.

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TOWN  COUNSEL

Our  By-laws  require  the  Town  Counsel  to  advise  all  Town  officers,  boards, 
and  committees,  as  well  as  prosecute  and  defend  any  and  all  claims  in  behalf 
or  against  the  Town  or  any  of  its  officials.  The  practical  application  of  this 
charge  results  in  day  to  day  conferences  with  various  Town  officers,  and 
weekly  meetings  v/ith  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Public  Works. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  over  eighty  cases  pending  before  the  Appel- 
late Tax  Board  with  respect  to  appeals  on  abatement.  Each  of  them  necessitates 
-certain  pleadings  to  be  filed  to  protect  the  Town's  interest  as  well  as  a  con- 
■tinuing  review  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  our  appraiser  to  properly 
prepare  ourselves  for  trial. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  has  between  thirty  to  forty  public  hearings  in  the 
course  of  a  year.  Town  Counsel  attends  each  of  these  rendering  legal  advice 
to  the  Board,  as  well  as  a  review  of  all  Petitions  with  respect  to  their  legalities. 

Outside  of  the  Selectmen  and  Public  Works,  the  Board  of  Health  re- 
quired more  legal  work  this  year  than  any  other  Board  or  committee.  There 
were  several  prosecutions  brought  in  behalf  of  the  Town  against  offenders  who 
violated  our  health  or  plumbing  by-laws.  But  the  main  area  of  legal  contro- 
versy concerned  the  Town's  position  with  respect  to  the  DeMatteo  Dump  in 
Saugus.  We  have  a  contract  with  the  owner  of  this  land  allowing  us  to  get  rid 
of  our  waste  material  for  a  certain  price.  As  a  result  of  the  attempt  of  the 
Town  of  Saugus  to  revoke  the  license  of  the  owner  of  the  dump,  we,  along 
with  a  dozen  other  communities,  became  involved  in  a  long  and  complicated 
legal  suit  which  took  place  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court  in  Boston.  As  we  had  no 
alternate  place  to  get  rid  of  our  waste  material,  it  became  essential  to  take 
whatever  legal  steps  were  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  the  health  menace  which 
would  have  resulted  were  our  rubbish  uncollected.  At  the  present  writing  we 
have  effectively  been  able  to  stop  the  Town  of  Saugus  from  interfering  with 
our  trucks  using  the  DeMatteo  Dump,  and  we  are  attempting  to  maintain  this 
condition  until  the  State  is  able  to  provide  other  suitable  areas. 

There  is  now  pending  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court  appropriate  Motions 
brought  in  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  Curran  Beach  property  to  have  the 
Court  determine  damages  as  a  result  of  the  Town  effectively  tying  up  this 
land  under  Chapter  80A  proceedings  from  the  date  of  the  original  Town  Meet- 
ing vote  to  acquire  this  land  in  1961  until  this  year,  when  the  Town  at  a  Special 
Referendum  failed  to  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  to  purchase  same.  This 
case  has  now  been  set  down  for  a  hearing  early  in  1968  and  the  amount  of 
damages  determined  will  probably  be  reflected  in  the  1968  tax  rate.

In  accordance  with  Section  3  (f),  the  Personnel  Board  herewith  submits 
its  eighth  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the  citizens  of 
Swampscott. 

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  re-echo  the  sentiments  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  who  extended  on  behalf  of  the  townspeople  their  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  the  dedicated  services  rendered  by  Walter  H.  Forbes,  Jr.,  Frederick  N. 
Balsor,  and  John  G.  McLearn,  who  tendered  their  resignations  from  the  Board 
this  year.  The  Personnel  Board  is  truly  sorry  to  lose  these  valued  members, 
two  of  whom  served  on  the  Board  since  its  inception  in  1959,  namely,  Frederick 
N.  Balsor  and  John  G. McLearn. 

Mr.  McLearn  served,  not  only  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the  past  eight 
years,  but  as  Clerk  of  the  Board  as  well.  A  special  note  of  thanks  is  extended 
by  the  Personnel  Board  to  John,  whose  untiring  efiorts  and  detail  work  relating 
to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Board,  and  the  unknown  hours  spent  in 
gathering  information  for  presentation  to  the  Town  Meeting  each  year,  aided 
the  Personnel  Board  immeasurably  during  the  eight  years  he  served  as  Clerk 
of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Personnel  Board  met  with  every  Board  and  every 
employee  who  requested  a  meeting. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  exchanged  information  with  many  of  our  neigh- 
boring cities  and  towns.  This  exchange  has  been  mutually  beneficial. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  continued  its  effort  to  re-vamp  the  classification 
and  pay  scales.  In  1967  a  Public  Safety  Classification  was  approved  by  the 
Town  Meeting.  This  classification  consists  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 
During  the  past  year  the  Personnel  Board  has  investigated  the  professional 
help  and  will  recommend  to  the  1968  Town  Meeting  a  category  for  these  em- 
ployees. The  Board  intends  to  continue  the  reclassification  program  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  submitted  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  its  meetings 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  each  meeting. 


BARGAINING  AGENT  -  LABOR  CONSULTANT

It  has  been  a  busy,  sometimes  frustrating,  often  rewarding  year  for  the 
Town  in  collective  bargaining.  We  have  negotiated  and  signed  a  contract  with 
the  teachers.  We're  in  the  final  phases  of  agreement  with  the  school  custodians 
and  the  public  works  employees.  We're  continuing  to  meet  and  negotiate  with 
the  fire  fighters. 

With  a  year  of  experience  under  their  belts,  both  sides  of  the  bargaining 
table  have  produced  admirable  results.  The  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  the  School  Committee,  the  Fire  Chief,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works,  and  the  School  Administration  have  all  worked  long,  hard  hours  with 
great  patience  and  understanding  and  have  unselfishly  dedicated  themselves 
to  the  difficult  and  demanding  tasks  required  of  them.  Likewise,  so  have  the 
Town  employees  on  the  various  Union  bargaining  teams.  Without  this  mutual 
dedication  the  task  would  be  truly  hopeless. 
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There  have  been  deep  and  agonizing  disappointments  to  equal  and  balance- 
the  exciting  accomplishments  in  the  development  of  a  Town  Labor  Policy. 
Much  yet  remains.  We  are  extremely  close  to  agreement  with  several  unions 
—  yet  any  agreement  must  be  implemented  and  made  to  work.  Good  faith  and 
mutual  understanding  must  prevail  and  govern  where  contractual  language  is 
unclear  or  unwritten.  It  must  become  a  way  of  life.  Both  sides  of  the  table 
are  walking  lightly  and  with  reservations  on  this  newly-set  foundation.  It  is, 
I  believe,  of  sufficient  fibre  and  strength  to  support  all  —  yet  it  has  to  be 
tested  and  proved.  It  shall  be.  , 

Confidence  in  action  will  allow  greater  freedom  of  exiiression  and  experi- 
mentation. It  will  work  —  an  entire  town  has  devoted  itself  so  completely  and 
with  such  singleness  of  purpose.  Both  labor  and  management  have  the  right 
to  be  proud  of  such  developments. 

It  has  been  a  worthwhile  and  progressive  year  for  the  Town  —  and  we 
are  all  so  much  the  better  for  it.

The  death  of  our  beloved  Planning  Board  Secretary,  James  R.  Maddock, 
necessitated  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  appoint  a 
successor.  A  joint  meeting  was  held  June  1,  1967  and  the  unanimous  choice 
was  Leon  J.  McEntee,  who  was  duly  elected  for  the  balance  of  1967. 

John  F.  Milo  was  elected  to  serve  as  Interim  Planning  Board  Secretary. 

The  Board  held  twelve  regular  meetings  during  the  year  to  cover  routine 
actions,  advisory  sessions  with  interested  parties;  and  to  approve  plans  under 
Section  81P  -  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

An  advertised  Public  Hearing  was  held  in  March  to  consider  Articles  36, 
37,  and  38  of  the  1967  Town  Warrant.  These  articles  requested  consideration 
for  change  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  Zoning  By-Laws.  No  objections  to 
these  changes  were  registered  at  the  Public  Hearing. 

The  Planning  Board  recommended  adoption  of  the  three  articles  in  the 
Town  Warrant  and  the  Town  Meeting  approved  the  Board's  recommendation. 

Articles  25,  26,  27,  28,  29,  30  and  68  of  the  1966  Town  Warrant  were  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Planning  Board  by  the  1966  Town  Meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  submitted  recommendations  at  the  1967  Town  Meeting 
on  articles  25  thru  30.  However,  the  Board  requested  that  the  recommendation 
on  Article  68  be  reported  at  the  1968  Town  Meeting.

During  this  year  the  revised  building  permit  application  forms  were  in 
use.  It  was  found  that  approximately  five  hundred  of  the  applications  were 
filed.  Of  the  five  hundred  applications  about  four  hundred  were  for  plumbing, 
gas  and  electric  work  and  just  under  one  hundred  were  for  building  permits. 
These  application  forms  enabled  each  of  the  departments  related  to  construc- 
tion to  keep  advised  of  all  work  being  accomplished  in  town  and  thereby  better 
coordinated  the  efforts  of  each  department. 

All  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  were  attended  by  the  Building  In- 
spector and  suggested  revisions  to  the  Town's  Zoning  by-laws  were  submitted 
for  consideration  to  the  Planning  Board.  The  revisions  related  to  zoning  re- 
quirements in  the  B-3  business  zone  and  to  filing  procedures  for  decisions  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals.  Also  clarification  of  certain  zoning  articles  were  put 
forth  for  consideration. 

All  Day  Care  Centers  were  inspected  and  the  appropriate  reports  were 

filed. 

Any  reported  building  and/or  zoning  violations  were  investigated  and 
appropriate  action  taken. 

Assistant  Building  Inspector  George  J.  Burke,  Jr.  was  appointed  and  he 
ably  handled  the  affairs  of  the  department  when  in  charge.  This  appointment 
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was  made  upon  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspector  so  as  to  give  more  depth 
of  the  department  and  to  fill  the  void  that  would  occur  if  for  some  reason  the 
Building  Inspector  was  unable  to  be  on  duty. 

All  necessary  and  required  reports  and  records  were  compiled  and  filed 
with  the  various  departments.  All  permit  applications  and  plans  were  cata- 
logued according  to  plate  and  lot  number  (using  as  a  reference  the  Town's 
Assessors'  plans). 

As  the  Town's  Fence  Viewer  and  Smoke  Inspector  all  calls  and  complaints 
relating  to  these  positions  were  answered  and  investigated  and  appropriately 
acted  upon.

During  this  year  the  committee  met  to  consider  various  building  material, 
not  included  within  the  code,  for  use  within  the  town.  Further  this  committee 
prepared  and  will  submit  for  Town  Meeting  approval  an  article  which  will 
amend  Article  2,  Section  1,  paragraph  a.  of  the  building  By-Laws.  The  sug- 
gested amendment  is  as  follows: 
Article  IL  Section  I,  paragraph  (a) 

After  word  "approval"  add  —  "Further  for  structures  other  than  single  or 
two  family  dwellings  or  accessory  buildings  associated  therewith  (all  as  defined 
by  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott)  the  building  permit  ap- 
plication must  be  accompanied  by  plans  and  an  affidavit  filed  therewith  by  a 
registered  architect  or  professional  engineer  to  the  effect  that  said  plans  are 
in  accordance  with  this  code  and  with  all  other  pertinent  laws  and  ordinances. 

Whenever  a  permit  is  to  be  issued  in  reliance  upon  an  affidavit  as  above 
provided  or  whenever  the  work  covered  by  a  permit  involves  construction  under 
conditions  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building  Inspector,  are  hazardous  or 
complex,  the  Building  Inspector  shall  require  that  the  registered  architect  or 
professional  engineer  who  signed  the  affidavit  or  made  the  plans  shall  supervise 
such  work,  be  responsible  for  its  conformity  with  the  approved  plans,  and 
forthwith  upon  its  completion  make  and  file  with  the  Building  Inspector  written 
affidavit  that  the  work  has  been  done  in  conformity  with  the  approved  plans. 
In  the  event  that  such  architect  or  engineer  is  not  available  another  equally 
qualified  shall  be  employed  by  the  owner  in  his  stead". 

This  amendment  is  modeled  after  a  similar  provision  in  the  Building  Code 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  In  particular  Section  110  i  and  Section  111  h. 

This  Committee  believes  that  the  above  amendment  to  the  Building  By- 
Laws  is  essential  in  light  of  recent  zoning  changes  which  permit  commercial 
building  construction  in  certain  zones  and  in  anticipation  of  more  buildings  of 
this  type  in  the  future. 

Throughout  the  year  the  members  of  this  committee  were  contacted  by 
the  Building  Inspector  for  their  professional  opinions  relative  to  matters  re- 
lating to  the  building  code  and  on  such  occasions  full  cooperation  was  extended.

The  Conservation  Commission  respectfully  submits  its  Annual  Report  for 
publication  in  the  Town  Report.  The  report  has  been  divided  into  special  areas 
where  we  have  directed  our  major  efforts. 

1.  Muskrat  Pond.  The  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service  conducted  a  survey 
of  the  pond  and  made  recommendations  for  dredging  the  pond  and  for  packing 
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the  R.R.  track  bed  in  order  to  maintain  the  water  level.  The  banks  of  the  pond 
would  be  graded  and  plantings  of  shrubs  and  grass  would  be  made  to  hold  the 
soil  from  refilling  the  pond.  Aid  and  recommendations  were  also  obtained  from 
the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  (Conservation  Education).  No  physical  work  was  start- 
ed on  the  pond  during  the  past  year  other  than  several  clean  up  projects  done 
by  the  Swampscott  Jaycees.  We  got  as  far  as  making  arrangements  with  the 
Lynn  Marine  Section  to  excavate  the  pond  using  their  equipment.  A  contractor 
will  have  to  be  hired  in  order  to  remove  the  mud  from  the  pond.  A  sturdy  sign 
is  in  the  process  of  being  made  to  designate  the  pond  as  a  conservation  area. 
These  will  be  some  of  next  year's  plans. 

2.  Curran's  Beach.  We  voted  to  initiate  action  to  acquire  the  beach  prop- 
erty consisting  of  3.08  acres  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  The  objective  was  to 
preserve  the  land  in  its  natural  state  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  wish  to  enjoy 
the  area.  Conferences  were  held  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  the  Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment to  determine  if  these  agencies  could  support  us  financially.  It  was 
possible  to  apply  for  75%  reimbursement  of  the  purchase  price.  Applications 
have  already  been  filed  (the  State  application  in  Boston  and  the  Federal  ap- 
plication in  New  York  City).  Further,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council 
has  reviewed  and  has  approved  our  Federal  application.  The  most  recent  con- 
ference on  the  Federal  application  was  held  in  New  York  City  on  Dec.  14,  1967. 
It  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  to  process  these  applications,  however,  we  have 
received  favorable  reports  on  their  progress. 

3.  Nason  Rd.  Property.  Approximately  270  square  feet  of  loam  was  placed 
on  the  lot.  Eight  flowering  trees  were  planted  near  the  street  side.  Plans  for 
next  year  call  for  planting  of  more  trees,  flowers  and  grass.  We  hope  some 
day  the  Swampscott  Garden  Clubs  will  contribute  their  talents  to  make  this 
lot  a  Conservation  Park.

DEPARTMENT  EQUIPMENT 

A  new  generator  has  been  installed  in  the  basement  of  the  Police  Station. 
This  equipment  will  provide  the  department  with  adequate  emergency  electrical 
power  when  needed. 

The  equipment  of  this  department  is  regularly  inspected  and  tested  and  no 
effort  is  spared  to  have  it  ready  for  instant  use  at  all  times.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


WALTER  M.  CHAMPION,  JR.,  Chief 

During  the  year  of  1967  this  Department  answered  a  total  of  709  calls. 
Of  these  calls,  37  involved  Building-  Fires,  30  involved  automobile  fires,  and  34 
were  requests  for  Medical  Aid.  There  w^ere  also  six  calls  for  emergency  assis- 
tance in  removing  persons  injured  and  trapped  in  automobile  accidents. 

APPARATUS 

All  of  our  apparatus  is  in  good  condition.  I  am  grateful  to  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  for  providing  this  department  with  excellent  apparatus  and  equip- 
ment which  is  an  important  factor  for  performing  efficient  operations. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

Fire  drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools  during  the  year.  I  was  pleased 
that  the  students  were  well  trained  and  it  is  a  credit  to  the  faculty  that  sup- 
ervised them. 

All  mercantile,  public  buildings,  business  buildings  and  other  buildings 
permitted  by  law  were  inspected.  Inspection  of  property  is  a  valuable  branch 
of  the  fire  service  and  any  citizen  who  desires  to  have  their  property  inspected 
by  this  Department  may  do  so  by  calling  Fire  Headquarters,  595-4050. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  and  public  safety  this  Department  con- 
tinued its  program  of  spraying  Christmas  trees  with  a  fire  retardant  solution. 
A  total  of  574  trees  were  sprayed  for  the  residents. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

During  the  year  the  Fire  Alarm  System  was  accorded  regular  maintenance 
and  necessary  repairs  were  performed  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 

ATLANTIC  HAND  TUB 

During  the  year,  a  new  building  was  built  on  the  premises  at  Fire  Head- 
quarters, to  house  the  Atlantic  Hand  Tub.  This  building  is  of  colonial  design 
in  keeping  with  the  design  of  Fire  Headquarters. 

The  work  of  construction  was  done  by  interested  contractors  who  donated 
their  services,  assisted  from  time  to  time  by  personnel  of  this  Department. 
The  fujids  for  this  new  building  came  in  part  from  public  donations  by  in- 
terested citizens. 

During  the  year,  the  Atlantic  v/as  entered  in  seven  musters,  and  came 
home  to  Swampscott  with  three  wins  and  two  trophys.  The  Taylor  Trophy  was 
won  from  the  Gerry's  of  Marblehead  in  its  final  competition  for  the  year.  To 
date  the  Atlantic  #1  has  won  a  total  of  $395.00  and  three  trophys. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  1967,  three  new  Fire  Captains  were  appointed  within 
this  Department. 

Captain  John  J.  Mattera  was  appointed  on  Feb.  24,  1967.  Captain  Wood- 
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bury  L.  Rodrick  and  Captain  Harold  L.  Jacobs  were  appointed  on  April  14,  1967. 

These  new  Captains  were  appointed  after  examinations  conducted  by  Civil 
Service  examiners  and  topped  the  Civil  Service  List,  These  Captains  were  as- 
signed to  Engine  Co.  No.  2  at  Phillips  Beach  in  order  to  round  out  the  desire 
to  have  a  qualified  officer  in  charge  of  said  Company  at  all  times. 

In  addition  five  new  Fire  Fighters  were  added  to  complete  the  personnel 
complement  required  by  the  Forty-Eight  Hour  work  week.  These  men  were 
certified  by  Civil  Service  after  examinations,  mental  and  physical,  and  ap- 
pointed in  the  order  of  their  standings  on  said  lists. 

Fire  Fighter  Robert  J.  Pierro,  Fire  Fighter  Carl  W.  Bates  and  Fire  Fight- 
er Robert  R.  Pascucci  were  appointed  on  February  10,  1967. 

Fire  Fighter  Peter  N.  Branden  and  Fire  Fighter  James  S.  Fenelon  were 
appointed  on  August  11,  1967.  Fire  Fighter  Fenelon  is  at  present  on  Military 
Leave  of  Absence  from  this  Department  while  in  the  service  of  the  U.S.  Navy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  additional  personnel  be  appointed  to  this  Department. 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  additional  hydrant  protection  in  certain 
areas  of  the  Town  where  this  protection  is  deficient.

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SwampscoH's  Governmental  System 

PREPARED  BY  LEAGUE  OF  WOMEN  VOTERS 


The  following  Town  information  has  been  prepared  by  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  of  Swampscott  to  provide  basic  information  on  the  government 
of  the  town  for  its  residents.  It  is  intended  to  show  the  structure,  operation, 
and  services  of  our  town  government  whose  ultimate  effectiveness  depends  upon 
the  concern  shown  by  its  citizens. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  very  grateful  to  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time  in  compiling  this  detailed  resume  of  our 
Town's  governmental  system. 

1.  HISTORY 

The  Indians,  who  knew  this  as  a  good  fishing  place,  called  it  M'gumpskut. 
The  meaning  of  the  name  has  been  disputed  among  historians,  but  all  agree 
that  it  includes  reference  to  a  rock.  English  pronunciation  soon  changed  the 
form  to  Swampscott. 

The  first  English  colonists  were  Francis  Ingalls,  Samuel  Smith,  and  Wil- 
liam Witter,  who  in  1629  received  permission  from  Governor  Endicott  to  settle 
where  they  wished,  Francis  Ingalls  located  his  dwelling  on  Humphrey  Brook, 
near  the  junction  of  Burrill  Street  and  State  Road,  and  there  built  the  first 
tannery  recorded  in  the  colony. 

In  1634  William  Wood  in  his  ''New  England's  Prospect"  wrote  that  Swamp- 
scott (sic),  the  domain  of  Sachem  Poquanum,  included  about  1400  acres.  This 
was  approximately  the  area  the  General  Court  had  granted  two  years  before 
to  John  Humphrey.  He  was  the  first  deputy  governor  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony,  a  leader  of  the  Dorchester  Company,  patentee  of  the  Bay  Colony,  and 
a  close  friend  of  Governor  John  Winthrop.  He  became  treasurer  of  the  Colony, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  committee  named  by  the  General  Court  to  "take  order 
for  a  college  .  .  .  Harvard." 

Humphrey  returned  to  England  in  1641,  selling  his  Swampscott  land  to 
Lady  Deborah  Moody  of  Salem.  In  1649,  Daniel  King  of  Lynn  bought  it  from 
her.  Later  the  Burrill  family  owned  part  of  it.  In  1843,  E.  Redington  Mudge 
bought  130  acres  of  the  Humphrey-Moody-King-Burrill  property  which  includ- 
ed the  old  Humphrey  house. 

Swampscott  was  a  part  of  Lynn  until  May  21,  1852.  when  by  act  of  the 
General  Court  it  was  incorporated  as  a  separate  town  with  four  miles  of  shore 
line  and  several  hills  rising  to  180  feet  above  sea  level.  At  that  time  the  Hum- 
phey  grant  was  increased  by  653  acres  from  the  City  of  Lynn.  Fifteen  years 
later  sixty-eight  acres  from  the  City  of  Salem  were  added,  making  the  total 
area  1951  acres,  or  three  square  miles,  as  it  is  today. 

The  town  directory  for  1856  gives  the  occupations  of  360  residents:  75 
were  shoemakers,  working  in  small  shops  in  the  upper  part  of  town;  30  were 
farmers  in  the  lowlands  of  Beach  Bluff;  over  200  were  fishermen  or  workers 
in  related  industries,  such  as  boatbuilding,  drying  cod  to  make  dunfish,  pro- 
cessing cod-liver  oil,  making  sou'westers.  Large  estates,  a  dozen  or  more, 
occupied  much  of  the  town,  whose  population  was  1,335. 

As  a  separate  town  Swampscott  gained  many  summer  homes,  and  nearly 
a  dozen  summer  hotels,  characteristic  of  that  era  of  American  life,  were  built. 
One  of  the  earliest  stood  on  the  site  still  occupied  by  the  New  Ocean  House. 
For  the  last  fifty  years  this  has  been  known  nationally  as  a  convention  hotel. 

The  town's  four  sandy  beaches  were  secured  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
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townspeople  by  the  appointment  of  Park  Commissioners  in  1892.  At  their 
recommendation  the  many  individual  huts  where  the  fishermen  had  stored 
tackle  and  sorted  their  catch  were  replaced  by  the  Fish  House,  built  by  the  town 
in  1896.  The  gable  end  displays  the  Town  seal  in  color,  showing-  James  Phillips, 
a  fisherman,  at  the  tiller  of  the  Dove,  the  first  Swampscott-owned  schooner. 

When  the  Swampscott  Land  Trust  divided  the  Mudge  Estate  in  1888,  they 
engaged  Frederick  Law  Olmstead,  foremost  landscape  architect.  His  plans  ac- 
count for  the  Monument  Avenue  area  with  its  green  mall  and  curving  tree- 
lined  streets,  which  gave  the  town  its  distinctive  entrance.  On  one  of  the  new 
lots,  Elihu  Thomson,  famous  electrical  inventor  and  a  founder  of  General 
Electric  Company,  built  his  home  in  1889.  It  was  purchased  for  the  Town  Ad- 
ministration Building  in  1944. 

Among  other  historic  houses  the  oldest  is  the  Humphrey  House,  dating 
from  1634.  Originally  on  Elmwood  Road  Hill,  it  was  moved  years  ago  to  99 
Paradise  Road.  Now  owned  by  the  Swampscott  Historical  Society  it  may  be 
visited  between  10  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  on  weekdays.  Not  far  away,  at  23  Paradise 
Road,  is  the  home  where  Mary  Baker  Eddy,  founder  of  Christian  Science,  lived 
in  1866.  It  is  open  from  10  A.M.  to  5  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday,  with 
earlier  closing  in  winter.  White  Court,  an  estate  on  Little's  Point,  was  used 
by  President  Coolidge  in  1925  as  a  summer  White  House.  Today  it  is  the 
Marian  Court  Secretarial  School. 

The  town's  official  concern  with  its  history  is  in  charge  of  the  ten  mem- 
bers of  the  Swampscott  Historical  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 
Present  Aspect 

Present-day  Swampscott  is  primarily  a  residential  suburb  of  13,955  popu- 
lation (1965),  still  to  some  extent  a  summer  resort.  The  principal  employment 
is  providing  goods  and  services  to  local  residents.  The  chief  manufacturing 
industry  is  concrete,  gypsum  and  plaster  products.  Fishing  is  a  source  of  some 
income.  A  shopping  center  in  Vinnin  Square  has  brought  new  stores. 

Many  national  organizations  and  local  ones,  such  as  garden  clubs  and 
neighborhood  improvement  societies,  contribute  to  the  life  of  the  community. 
A  list  of  them  may  be  found  at  the  Public  Library.  The  Community  Fund 
joined  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  Fund  in  1965.  Their  directory  is  an 
index  to  the  many  specialized  social  and  medical  services  in  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts. Typical  of  social  services  based  in  Lynn  are  the  Catholic  Charities 
Centre,  the  Family  and  Children  Services  of  Greater  Lynn,  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Center  of  Greater  Lynn.  The  Homemakers'  Service  of  Greater  Lynn 
has  its  office  at  73  Pine  Street,  in  Swampscott.  They  supply  homemakers  for 
short-term,  emergency  needs. 

The  Daily  Evening  Item  (Lynn)  and  the  News  (Salem)  each  carry  a 
Swampscott  column.  The  Swampscott  Reporter,  a  weekly,  is  delivered  to 
every  household.  WLYN  and  WESX,  North  Shore  radio  stations,  broadcast 
local  news.

11.    TOWN  GOVERNMENT 

On  June  5,  1852,  Svv^ampscott  convened  its  first  government  since  incor- 
poration —  a  typical  New  England  town  meeting.  Seventy-five  years  later,  in 
1927,  as  the  population  approached  ten  thousand,  the  representative  form  of 
town  meeting  was  adopted. 

The  town  is  now  divided  into  six  precincts,  each  with  approximately  the 
same  number  of  registered  voters.  Each  precinct  elects  54  town  meeting  mem- 
bers, one-third  each  year  for  a  three-year  term,  to  serve  without  compensation. 

BOARD  OF  ELECTION  COMMISSIONERS 

Swampscott  is  the  only  town  is  Massachusetts  to  have  a  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners,  though  some  cities  have  them. 

There  are  four  members,  two  from  each  of  the  major  political  parties, 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  one  a  year,  for  a  four-year  term.  They  supervise 
all  elections,  appoint  and  train  election  workers.  The  Board  also  suiDervises  the 
compilation  of  the  town  census,  ''Street  list  of  persons  twenty  years  of  age  and 
upwards."  This  is  published  annually  and  is  available  at  the  Board's  office 
upon  request. 

Since  1962,  Swampscott  has  used  voting  machines,  one  of  seventeen  towns 
in  the  State  to  be  so  equipped.  In  1966,  85%  of  the  adult  population  was 
registered. 
Political  Parties 

For  state  and  national  elections,  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties 
are  organized  with  Town  Committee  members.  These  Committees  are  elected 
by  voters  registered  in  the  party  at  the  presidential  primary.  In  1966,  the 
proportion  of  registered  party  members  was  estimated  at  about  20%  Demo- 
crats, 40%  Independents,  40%  Republicans. 

TOWN  ELECTIONS 

The  town  election  is  technically  the  beginning  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 
It  is  non-partisan.  The  By-laws  set  the  third  Monday  in  March  for  voting.  A 
candidate  for  office  must  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the  Election  Commis- 
sioners. Required  for  Town  Meeting  member:  10  valid  signatures  from  the 
precinct  to  be  represented;  for  other  offices,  valid  signatures  equal  to  5%  of 
the  town  votes  cast  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  election.  The  papers 
must  be  returned,  to  allow  for  validation  of  signatures.  35  days  before  the 
voting  date. 
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TOWN  MEETING 


After  the  votes  are  counted  the  meeting  is,  by  By-law,  adjourned  to  the 
second  Tuesday  following. 

The  assembly  of  the  elected  representatives  is  the  legislative  body  of  the 
town.  It  votes  on  all  money  expenditures,  and  is  the  authority  for  governing. 
Matters  to  be  discussed  and  acted  upon  have  all  been  submitted  in  advance  and 
are  printed  in  the  warrant,  which  is  the  order  of  business.  They  include  the 
budgets  of  the  various  departments;  matters  of  zoning;  additions  or  amend- 
ments to  the  By-laws;  acceptance  of  certain  state  laws  if  the  town  decides  to 
adopt  them;  votes  on  streets,  sewer  and  sidewalk  construction;  purchases  of 
major  equipment. 

Anyone  may  attend  the  meeting  as  a  spectator.  Town  Meeting  procedures 
are  detailed  in  "The  Swampscott  Citizens'  Guide  to  Town  Meeting"  published 
by  the  local  League  of  Women  Voters  in  196G,  available  free  from  the  League. 

TOWN  CLERK 

By  special  act  of  the  legislature  in  1964,  the  officers  of  Town  Clerk  and 
Tax  Collector  were  made  one.  He  is  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  The  Col- 
lector's duties  are  described  in  the  Finance  section. 

The  Town  Clerk  is  the  official  record  keeper  of  the  town.  He  issues  notices 
for  the  Town  Meeting,  keeps  attendance  for  publication,  acts  as  secretary.  The 
minutes  are  incorporated  in  the  Town  Report  of  the  next  year.  He  transmits, 
the  list  of  elected  officials  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  reports  to  the  At- 
torney-general's office  such  acts  of  the  town  as  need  his  approval.  Vital  rec- 
ords, of  which  duplicates  are  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  are  in  his  care. 
All  business  registrations  are  filed  in  the  Clerk's  office,  as  are  deeds  of  ceme- 
tery lots,  chattel  mortgages,  orders  granting  locations  for  gas  mains  and 
transmission  lines.  He  issues  marriage  licenses,  certificates  of  practice  to  phys- 
icians and  surgeons,  14  types  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses,  and  5  kinds  of 
dog  licenses.  He  records  the  Board  of  Appeals'  decisions,  holds  the  Jury  list,, 
administers  oaths  to  all  elected  and  appointed  officials,  committees,  and  em- 
ployees. 

The  Clerk's  office  is  open  from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday. 

THE  SELECTMEN 

Policy  making  and  administrative  responsibility  of  the  town's  government 
are  concentrated  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  There  are  three  members,  elected 
at  large,  all  for  one  year,  responsible  to  the  electorate.  The  one  receiving  the 
highest  vote  is,  by  custom,  elected  chairman.  Their  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public  and  reported  to  the  newspapers. 

The  Selectmen  are  "agents  of  the  town  to  institute,  prosecute,  defend  .  .  . 
any  and  all  claims,  actions  and  proceedings  on  behalf  of  or  against  the  town, 
or  in  which  the  interests  of  the  town  are  or  may  be  involved."  (By-laws).  They 
appoint  the  Town  Counsel,  thirty  other  officials,  several  boards,  and  numerous 
special  committees.  They  are  in  charge  of  the  Police  Department  and  appoint 
the  Chief  and  officers.  They  appoint  the  Fire  Chief.  All  annual  reports  from 
officials,  boards  and  committees  are  made  to  the  Selectmen's  office  where  the 
Town  Report  is  compiled.  This  record  of  facts  and  figures,  published  just  be- 
fore the  Town  Meeting,  may  be  obtained  free  by  anyone  who  asks  for  it  at  the 
Administration  Building.  It  is  also  distributed  at  the  Public  Library. 

In  cooperation  with  the  departments,  our  "Town  Fathers"  manage  and 
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maintain  municipal  property;  supervise  the  spacing  and  intensity  of  street 
lighting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company;  con- 
tract for  town  insurance;  regulate  traffic,  subject  to  the  Traffic  division  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works,  with  the  town  police  as  enforcing  agents; 
designate  polling  places  and  hours;  make  rules  for  the  Town  pier;  act  as 
grievance  committee  in  personnel  matters;  serve  as  final  local  appeal  in  dog 
cases;  draw  jurors'  names  from  the  jury  box. 

THE  MODERATOR 

'"A  Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  town  meeting  and 
shall  serve  as  Moderator  of  all  town  meetings  .  .  .  until  a  successor  is  elected 
.  .  .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  regulate  the  proceedings,  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  and  make  public  declaration  of  all  votes,  and  may  admin- 
ister in  open  meeting  the  oath  of  office  to  any  town  officer  chosen  thereat." 
(By-laws). 

The  Moderator  appoints  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  a  con- 
tinuing part  of  the  town  government,  and  such  special  committees  of  shorter 
duration  as  the  Town  Meeting  may,  from  time  to  time  direct.  With  the  Select- 
men he  appoints  the  Personnel  Board. 

TOWN  COUNSEL 

A  resident  of  the  town  who  is  a  member  of  the  bar  in  good  standing  is 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  one  year  as  Town  Counsel. 

It  is  his  dcty  ''generally  to  advise  and  act  for  town  boards,  officers  and 
committees  in  legal  matters  touching  the  duties  of  their  offices."  (By-laws).  He 
sees  to  it  that  the  articles  in  the  warrant  are  properly  worded  and  advises 
the  Town  Meeting  on  legal  questions. 

III.    FINANCING  THE  TOWN  GOVERNMENT 

All  financial  procedures  in  the  town  are  controlled  by  the  General  Laws 
and  the  town  By-laws.  The  Board  of  each  department  approves  its  payroll  and 
other  bills.  They  are  verified  by  the  Town  Accountant  who  then  lists  them  on 
the  weekly  warrant  for  approval  and  signature  by  the  Selectmen.  This  triple 
approval  authorizes  the  Treasurer  to  make  the  payment. 

Swampscott's  fiscal  calendar  is: 

January  1  —  Property  assessed  as  of  this  date.  Deadline  for  Town  De- 
partments to  submit  their  budgets  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

March  —  Budget  voted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

June  15  —  Real  estate  bills  mailed  to  property  owners. 

October  1  —  Deadline  to  pay  real  estate  taxes  (after  November  1  interest 
is  due  from  October  1). 

The  Budget 

The  budget  includes  all  expenditures  with  the  exception  of  some  revolving 
funds.  Each  department  submits  its  own  budget  in  a  prescribed  form  to  the 
Finance  Committee  who  holds  public  hearings  with  the  Board  concerned.  Rec- 
ommendations on  the  budget,  as  well  as  all  other  articles  in  the  warrant,  are 
embodied  in  the  Finance  Committee's  Report  which  is  printed  and  mailed  to 
all  Town  Meeting  members  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting.  Copies  are 
available  to  other  interested  citizens  at  the  Election  Commissioners'  Office. 
The  appropriation  power  rests  with  the  Town  Meeting. 
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Each  department  administers  itself  within  the  appropriation  received  at 
Town  Meeting-.  No  one  may  shift  money  between  budget  items  except  as  pro- 
vided by  statute.  No  unpaid  bills  may  be  carried  over  into  a  new  budget,  A 
fund  of  $20,000  is  voted  to  the  Finance  Committee  who  may  use  it  to  make 
transfers  to  meet  emergency  municipal  needs.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  ex- 
cess of  actual  receipts  over  expenditures  provides  a  reserve  fund  called  Excess 
and  Deficiency  Surplus.  It  varies  between  $50,000  and  $200,000  and  is  some- 
times referred  to  as  "Free  Cash."  Part  of  it  is  put  into  a  stabilization  fund, 
on  which  the  Town  collects  interest.  This  istabilization  fund  is  used  for  capital 
expenditures  that  do  not  repeat  annually,  such  as  the  purchase  of  fire  engines. 
Occasionally  part  of  the  'Tree  Cash"  is  transferred  to  current  revenue  in 
order  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 
Borrowing  and  the  Town  Debt 

State  statutes  are  very  specific  and  list  in  detail  the  limits  on  indebtedness 
and  on  appropriations  the  Town  is  allowed  to  make  for  different  purposes.  In 
order  to  pass  a  bond  issue,  there  must  be  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. The  Town  may  issue  bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  from  taxation. 
;By  statute  a  certain  percentage  of  the  bond  issue  must  be  appropriated  in  cash; 
the  bonds  must  go  on  the  open  market  and  must  be  sold  as  advantageously  to 
-the  town  as  possible.  On  short  term  borrowing,  the  interest  is  currently  about 
.3%  per  year.  The  Bond  Counsel,  as  representative  of  the  Commonwealth,  sup- 
ervises the  borrowing  of  our  local  government. 

Revenues  and  Expenditures 

Revenue  is  derived  from  taxes  and  fees  collected  locally  and  funds  re- 
-ceived  from  the  State  and  Federal  Governments. 

Approximately  70%  of  locally  collected  income  is  from  real  estate  and 
personal  taxes,  30%  from  fees  and  service  charges.  Money  received  from  the 
State  comes  from  various  taxes  and  is  distributed  in  accordance  with  a  formula 
based  on  real  estate  valuation  and  educational  needs. 

The  "cherry  sheet,"  so  called  because  of  its  color,  is  an  annual  statement 
of  monies  the  Town  must  pay  to  the  County  and  to  the  State,  and  an  estimate 
of  the  revenue  to  be  received  from  the  State.  These  figures  must  be  used  when 
calculating  the  tax  rate. 

Some  revenue  is  earmarked  for  special  purposes:  U.S.  grants  for  Pcblic 
Assistance,  State  grants  for  libraries;  State  and  Federal  Aid  comes  earmarked 
for  many  other  purposes:  adult  education,  vocational  education,  civil  defense, 
etc. 

In  the  last  ten  years  the  cost  of  operating  our  local  government  has  in- 
creased almost  100%.  This  is  due  to  rising  school  expenditures,  raises  in 
salary  and  general  inflation.  Total  expenditures  in  1956  were:  $3,777,362;  in 
1966  total  expenditures  were:  $7,427,312;  per  capita  expenditures  in  1966: 
$530.52. 

Purchasing 

There  is  no  central  purchasing  agent  for  the  Town.  Any  single  item  over 
$1,000  must  be  advertised  for  bids.  Bids  are  received  on  an  open  competitive 
basis  in  response  to  detailed  specifications.  The  Town  must  purchase  certain 
things  from  the  State  Prison:  flags,  street  signs  and  brooms. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  eight-member  Finance  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  one 
from  each  precinct  and  two  at  large,  for  three-year  overlapping  terms.  All 
must  be  Town  Meeting  members. 
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The  law  creating  the  committee  states  they  ''shall  consider  any  or  all  mu- 
nicipal questions  for  the  purpose  of  making  reports  and  recommendations  to 
the  Town."  However,  salaries  of  town  employees  are  set  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  and  state  law  compels  the  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  all  monies 
recommended  by  the  School  Committee. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

The  Town  Accountant  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  from  a  list  of  those 
who  have  passed  a  Civil  Service  examination  for  the  position.  He  checks  bills 
and  payrolls  from  each  department  to  see  that  they  have  been  assigned  to  the 
proper  categories  of  the  budget  and  not  exceed  it.  He  makes  the  weekly  war- 
rant for  the  Selectmen's  approval  and  a  monthly  trial  balance  sheet  for  the 
information  of  each  department.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  December  31, 
all  accounts  are  balanced  and  the  figures,  arranged  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  State  Director  of  Accounts,  are  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen  to  be 
printed  in  the  Town  Report.  State  Auditors  examine  the  accounts  of  all  de- 
partments every  year. 

The  Accountant  is,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Contributory  Retirement 
Board,  for  which  his  office  staff  do  the  clerical  work.  He  is  also  custodian  of  all 
contracts  for  work  being  done  by  private  firms  on  town  property. 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

Since  1964  the  position  of  Tax  Collector  as  an  elective  office  is  combined 
with  that  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Collector  sends  out  bills  for  real  estate,  personal  property  and  excise 
taxes  upon  receipt  of  the  list  from  the  Board  of  Assessors.  Forms  used  are 
set  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation.  Hs  receives 
rents  due  and  fees  collected  by  various  departments.  He  also  arranges  for 
fidelity  bonds  for  himself,  his  office  staff,  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Town 
Clerk. 

TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  is  elected  by  the  voters  at  every  third  annual  election.  He 
receives  monies  collected  from  all  sources;  pays  all  bills  when  authorized  by 
the  Selectmen;  negotiates  all  borrowing  as  directed  by  the  Town  Meeting; 
carries  out  procedures  under  the  direction  of  the  State  when  bonds  are  issued. 
He  holds  all  the  special  funds  of  the  Town  which  arc  listed  annually  in  the 
Town  Report. 

ASSESSORS 

The  assessors  comprise  a  board  of  three,  elected  at  large  for  three-year 
overlapping  terms.  Each  assessor  has  an  equal  voice  and  vote  in  the  valuation 
and  assessment  work,  as  well  as  when  sitting  as  a  board  of  tax  abatement. 
The  work  requires  a  knowledge  of  real  estate  and  personal  property  values 
and  of  laws  governing  the  assessment  of  taxes.  A  special  oath,  set  by  the  state, 
is  administered.  Decisions  of  the  assessors  may  be  appealed  to  the  County 
Commissioners,  the  Appelate  Tax  Board,  and  the  courts. 

Assessors  fix  the  municipal  tax  rate  on  the  basis  of  proposed  expenditures 
and  total  real  and  personal  property  valuations,  raising  only  the  amount 
necessary  to  offset  the  spending  of  the  town,  along  with  charges  from  appli- 
cable county  and  state  agencies.  The  Board  hears  appeals  from  taxpayers  for 
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abatements  for  statutory  or  other  reasons  and  g-rants  abatements  when  war- 
ranted. 

A  complete  revaluation  was  done  in  1966.  In  1965,  prior  to  revaluation, 
figures  used  in  establishing  the  tax  rate  of  $87.00  were:

In  1966,  after  revaluation,  the  figures  are: 

Real  Estate    $  99,098,500 

Personal  Property    4,120,900 

Total    $103,219,400 


The  new  tax  rate  was  based  on  full  and  fair  property  ar)praisals  as  speci- 
fied by  the  General  Laws.  An  expenditure  of  $103,219  will  now  be  equivalent 
to  $1.00  on  the  tax  rate. 

By  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  a  valuation  book  is  to  be  published  every 
five  years,  available  at  a  nominal  price,  and  a  list  of  non-statutory  abatements 
publicly  posted  in  the  Administration  Building. 

PERSONNEL  BOARD 

The  Personnel  Board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Moderator;  two  of  the  five  must  be  Tov/n  employees. 

Their  chief  responsibility  is  job  classification  and  pay  scales.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  Board  to  review  periodically  all  salaries  and  job  descriptions  so 
that  they  are  ''current  and  equitable."  All  revisions  must  be  voted  by  Town 
Meeting. 

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  AGENT 

Appointed  by  the  Selectmen  who  contract  for  the  various  insurances  for 
the  town,  the  compensation  agent  processes  the  claims  made  in  cases  of  disa- 
bility incurred  by  all  town  employees. 

CONTRIBUTORY  RETIREMENT  BOARD 

The  Retirement  Board  consists  of  three  members.  One  is  elected  by  the 
employees  who  are  members  of  the  retirement  system,  another  is  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen;  the  third  is  the  Town  Accountant,  who  serves  ex  officio.  The 
first  two  members  serve  for  three  years. 

The  Board's  operations  are  governed  by  the  State  Division  of  Insurance. 
All  full-time  employees,  exclusive  of  professional  personnel  of  the  School  De- 
partment, must  be  members  and  contribute  59f  of  their  salary  toward  the 
retirement  allowance.  There  are  221  active  members,  4  non-contributory  mem- 
bers, and  41  pensioners. 

IV.    BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

The  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  are  elected,  one  each 
year,  for  three  years.  They  establish  qualifications  and  salary  for  the  Super- 
indendent  of  Public  Works  whom  they  appoint  to  serve  at  the  will  of  the  Board. 

Divisions  under  the  Superintendent  are:  Cemetery,  Engineering,  Highway, 
Parks,  Sewer,  and  Water.  The  Public  Works  garage  keeps  fifty  units  of  motor- 
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ized  equipment  in  repair.  Summer  recreation  programs,  another  Public  Works 
responsibility,  are  outlined  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Street  cleaning  and  snow  removal,  sidewalk  construction  and  maintenance, 
are  managed  by  Public  Works.  Beaches  are  also  in  their  charge,  except  fifteen 
hundred  feet  of  King's  Beach  which  the  Metropolitan  District  Commssson 
supervises  at  a  yearly  rate  (1966)  of  $58,724. 

Paradise  Road  (Route  lA)  is  a  state  highway,  built  and  maintained  by  the 
State.  County  layout  roads  (roads  which  go  from  one  town  to  another) :  Hum- 
phrey Street,  Atlantic  Avenue,  Salem  Street,  Essex  Street,  Danvers  Road  — 
are  built  and  maintained  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  under  Chapter  90,  ac- 
cording to  a  formula  of  50%  payment  from  State,  25%  from  County,  25% 
from  Town.  The  standards  for  width  of  street,  sidewalks,  curbing,  and  so  on 
were  established  by  subdivision  regulations  dating  from  1952.  Sidewalks  are 
financed  from  local  taxes,  voted  by  Town  Meeting.  The  state  sometimes  makes 
outright  grants  for  highway  work  only. 

Little's  Point,  Galloupe's  Point,  and  Foster  Dam  are  not  connected  with 
the  town's  drains  and  sewer  systems.  Residents  there  are  using  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks. 

Public  Utilities 

Water  is  purchased  from  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  but  the 
distribution  system  is  administered  as  a  self-supporting  agency,  for  which  the 
Board  makes  regulations  and  sets  rates.  Gas  and  electricity  are  privately 
owned  by  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Massachusetts  Electric  companies.  They  are  regu- 
lated by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Since  1956  the  town  has  had  a  seven  member  study  committee  on  trans- 
portation, one  of  the  first  in  the  state,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  They  rep- 
resent Swampscott  in  regional  transportation  planning. 

Trains  run  under  a  contract  between  the  privately  owned  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  and  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority,  a  pub- 
licly subsidized  authority. 

Bus  service  between  Swampscott,  Lynn,  Boston,  Salem  and  Marblehead  is 
supplied  by  a  privately  owned  company,  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Bus  Com- 
pany, which  receives  no  subsidy. 

Planning  on  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  North  Shore  continues  with  the 
aim  of  reconciling  all  transportation  —  highways,  trains  and  buses. 

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

Swampscott  is  one  of  77  towns  and  cities  included  in  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council.  This  advisory  Council  was  created  by  act  of  legislature 
is  1964.  A  representative  from  Swampscott  is  appointed  for  three  years  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Two-thirds  of  the  M.A.P.C.  funds  are  federal;  each  town  or  city  represent- 
ed contributes  five  cents  per  capita  of  population. 

The  Council  studies  "physical,  social  and  economic  conditions,  the  optimum 
use  of  land  areas,  and  the  most  efficient  provisions  for  the  utilities  serving 
these  areas." 

V.    PROTECTION  OF  LIFE  AND  PROPERTY 

State  Civil  Service  regulations  apply  to  all  members  of  the  Swampscott 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  including  the  Chiefs.  Applicants  to  join  either 
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force  must  have  lived  in  town  for  six  months,  be  between  21  and  35  years  old, 
and  pass  a  stringent  physical  test,  as  well  as  a  written  examination.  Further 
examinations  are  necessary  to  reach  officer  status.  Retirement  is  mandatory 
at  65. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Chief  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  whom  he  is  responsible.  He 
appoints  the  Deputy  Chief  and  five  Captains.  The  total  number  of  employees 
in  July,  1966,  was  42.  A  volunteer  auxiliary  force,  trained  for  emergencies  by 
the  Civil  Defense  Director  in  liaison  with  the  Fire  Department,  is  on  call. 

Buildings  are  the  Headquarters  station  on  Burrill  Street,  and  one  at 
Humphrey  Street  and  Phillips  Avenue.  Equipment  consists  of  three  engines 
and  one  85-foot  aerial  ladder-truck,  with  reserve  of  two  engines  and  one  65- 
foot  ladder-truck. 

The  Department  inspects  all  public  buildings  and  businesses  three  times  a 
year.  Fire  drills  are  conducted  at  the  schools.  There  is  a  standing  offer  to 
inspect  private  premises  on  request. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Lynn  and  Marblehead  for 
mutual  aid,  without  charge.  Swampscott  is  also  included  in  the  Essex  County 
fire  network,  with  radio  communication. 

Fire  alarms  and  special  signals  are  listed  in  the  back  of  the  ''Street  list.'^ 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Police  Chief,  one  Captain  and  five  Lieutenants,  are  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen.  There  are  also  22  patrolmen  and  8  reserves.  The  12  part-time  women 
traffic  supervisors  are  not  under  Civil  Service. 

Each  new  patrolman  takes  a  training  course  at  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  Academy  in  Framingham.  Two  officers  have  had  three-months'  special 
training-  to  operate  the  photography  and  fingerprint  laboratory. 

There  is  one  police  station,  equipped  with  two-way  intercity  communica- 
tion. A  fully-equipped  ambulance  is  free  for  townspeople  needing  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  hospitals  In  this  area;  two  multi-purpose  ambulettes  are  also 
available. 

Minor  misdemeanors  and  larceny  cases  are  tried  in  Lynn  District  Court, 
which  holds  daily  sessions.  Juvenile  Court,  which  is  not  an  open  court,  meets 
in  Lynn.  Probation  cases  are  dealt  with  there  also. 

The  Superior  Court  in  Salem  hears  more  serious  crimes,  usually  before 
a  jury. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

In  close  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Counsel,  the 
Civil  Defense  Director,  a  part-time  officer  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  admin- 
isters the  program  of  preparedness  for  emergency.  Auxiliary  firefighters,  aux- 
iliary police,  rescue  company,  and  communication  department  are  the  com- 
ponent units. 

Civil  Defense  headquarters  is  located  on  New  Ocean  Street  in  the  old  fire 
station,  where  all  equipment  is  stored.  Every  Saturday  at  noon  the  sirens  are 
tested. 

BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

By  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Building  Inspector,  a  part-time  official, 
who  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  coordinates  the  many  departments  con- 
cerned with  building  regulations.  To  this  end,  a  recently  adopted  application 
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form  must  be  signed  by  the  Health  Officer,  Wire,  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspectors, 
and  the  Selectmen,  as  well  as  by  the  Building  Inspector  himself,  before  the 
permit  is  issued  by  him.  A  copy  also  goes  to  inform  the  assessors. 

Inspection  of  buildings,  sometimes  four  or  five  times  while  in  progress  of 
construction,  is  a  major  activity.  Upon  completion,  an  occupancy  permit  is 
required  for  all  new  buildings. 

Plumbing  and  electrical  codes  are  now  the  state  codes;  the  Swampscott 
plumbing  code  was  used  as  a  model  when  the  State  code  was  compiled.  The 
trend  toward  state-wide  uniformity  of  such  regulations  is  likely  to  continue, 
as  it  is  more  practical  for  builders. 

The  Building  Inspector  is  also  enforcement  officer,  ex  officio,  for  the  Zoning 
By-laws.  As  Smoke  Inspector  he  may  inspect  trash  burners  which  are  causing 
a  nuisance.  He  is  also  a  Fence  Viewer.  No  building  permit  is  required  for  fences. 

PLANNING  BOARD 

There  are  five  Board  members,  one  elected  each  year  for  a  five-year  term. 
The  Board  has  issued  two  pamphlets,  "Zoning  By-law"  (revised  to  October, 
1963)  and  ''Subdivision  regulations"  (1961)  which,  with  tre  Zoning  map,  con- 
stitute the  town  plan.  These  were  submitted  to  the  Town  Meeting  for  vote, 
after  which  they  were  approved  by  the  Attorney-general. 

The  town  is  zoned  in  six  districts:  Residence  Al,  A2,  A3,  and  Business 
Bl,  B2,  B3.  The  permitted  use  of  buildings  and  land  in  each  of  these  districts 
is  explicitly  stated  in  the  Zoning  By-law.  When  new  projects  are  proposed 
which  will  affect  the  use  of  property,  the  Board  holds  advertised  public  hear- 
ings, so  that  townspeople  may  be  informed  and  express  opinions.  The  Board 
then  makes  a  recommendation  to  the  Town  Meeting,  which  votes  approval  or 
disapproval.  Votes  of  the  Town  Meeting  since  1948  on  zoning  matters  are  on 
record  with  the  Planning  Board  and  with  the  Tov/n  Clerk. 

BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

By  state  law  any  town  which  has  zoning  must  provide  a  Board  of  Appeals. 
The  three  members  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  three-year  overlapping 
terms.  The  law  also  calls  for  two  associate  members,  one  always  to  substitute 
if  a  regular  member  is  unable  to  be  present.  Close  cooperation  is  maintained! 
with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Building  Inspector.  , 

The  Board  accepts  a  written  appeal  for  a  specific  exception  from  the 
zoning  by-law.  After  all  abutters  are  notified,  and  a  notice  tv/ice  printed  in  a 
generally  circulated  newspaper,  the  petition  is  heard  at  a  public  meeting.  The 
decision  of  the  Board  must  be  unanimous.  It  is  sent  to  all  concerned,  and  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

The  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
from  a  Civil  Service  list. 

The  Inspector  tests,  with  varied  technical  equipment,  all  weighing  and 
measuring  facilities  used  in  town,  except  gas  and  electric  meters.  Implements 
found  up  to  standard  are  sealed  and  dated  yearly.  If  faulty  equipment  is  not 
corrected,  the  offender  may  be  taken  to  court.  Special  tests  will  be  made  on 
complaint  or  suspicion.  Fees,  set  by  state  law,  are  paid  to  the  town. 

DOG  OFFICER 

Under  a  state  law,  the  Dog  Officer  is  appointed  "to  attend  to  all  complaints 
and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dogs."  Dogs  over  three  months  old  should  be 
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licensed  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office.  License  numbers  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk, 
the  Dog  Officer  and  at  the  Police  Station. 

A  leash  law,  passed  in  the  spring-  of  1966,  provides  that  dogs  be  penned 
up  or  leashed  from  7  A.M.  to  10  P.M.  between  June  1  and  September  1.  During 
the  rest  of  the  year  the  owner  is  responsible  for  supervision  of  the  dog. 

When  the  Dog  Officer  cannot  resolve  a  complaint,  a  hearing  may  be  held 
before  the  Selectmen.  Cases  may  also  be  taken  to  court. 

HARBORMASTER  AND  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 

Two  officers  found  only  in  shore  towns  are  the  harbormaster  and  the  shell- 
fish constable.  The  harbormaster,  a  part-time  appointee  of  the  Selectmen,  has 
his  office  in  the  Fish  House.  He  specifies  permanent  moorings  for  local  boat- 
owners,  and  temporary  ones  for  visitors.  Police  measures  are  enforced  by  the 
State  Registry  of  Motor  Boats,  a  branch  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

The  shellfish  constable,  also  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  is  directed  to  see 
that  clam-diggers  have  procured  a  license  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  and  use 
the  proper  tools. 

VL    HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  one  elected  each  year  for 
a  three-year  term.  By  state  law  one  of  the  members  must  be  a  physician.  The 
Board  forms  policy  and  advises  the  Health  Officer. 

HEALTH  OFFICER 

The  Health  Officer  is  appointed  by  the  Board  from  a  Civil  Service  list.  He 
is  the  administrative  head  of  the  department  and  has  a  staff  of  one  public 
health  nurse  (also  Civil  Service)  and  one  clerk. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  testing  of  milk  and  dairy 
products  for  sale,  the  inspection  of  bathing  places,  camps,  day-care  agencies, 
food  establishments,  the  inspecting  and  abatement  of  insects,  rodents  and 
other  nuisances.  They  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  State  Hous- 
ing Code  and  the  Plumbing  Code.  Violations  are  referred  to  the  plumbing  in- 
spector and  the  building  inspector. 

Solid  waste  and  garbage  are  removed  by  private  contractors. 
Preventive  Medicine  and  Dental  Program 

Communicable  diseases  are  to  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  as  school 
children  may  not  be  re-admitted  to  classes  without  a  certificate  from  the 
Board  of  Health.  Measles  clinics  are  held  and  trivalent  polio  vaccine  is  pro- 
vided; mobile  tubercular  clinics  are  held  periodically  through  the  cooperation  of 
Essex  County  Tuberculosis  Association. 

The  public  health  nurse,  with  the  aid  of  two  school  nurses,  gives  tuber- 
cular Tine  tests  at  the  public  schoolsi;  she  also,  in  cooperation  with  local 
dentists,  examines  the  children  in  grades  one  through  six  inclusive,  in  all 
schools,  public  and  private.  Health  programs  at  St.  John  Parochial  school  and 
Hillel  Academy  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Under  Veterinary 
Public  Health,  one  veterinarian  is  Inspector  of  Animals  and  responsible  for 
the  quarantine  of  all  biting  dogs.  Free  rabies  clinics  are  held  once  a  year  and 
publicized  in  the  newspapers. 

OTHER  COMMUNITY  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Greater  Lynn,  a  United  Fund  Agency, 
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provides  part-time  professional  nursing-  in  the  home  at  a  "fee  according  to 
schedule  and  ability  to  pay."  This  Association  also  sponsors  for  residents  in 
Swampscott,  a  Well  Child  Health  Conference  for  infants  and  pre-school  chil- 
dren. Clinics  are  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday,  by  appointment  only, 
at  the  Fellowship  House  of  the  Congregational  Church,  22  Monument  Avenue. 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  consists  of  three  members,  one  elected  each 
year  for  a  three-year  term.  They  choose  their  own  Chairman.  The  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  over-all  administration  of  the  department,  which  carries 
out  the  public  assistance  programs  in  the  town.  These  include  General  Relief, 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  Disabilty  As- 
sistance, and  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Ag-ed.  As  required  by  state  law,  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  appoints  a  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  to  adminis- 
ter that  program. 

The  Director  of  PubMc  Assistance,  with  two  social  workers  and  two 
senior-clerk-stenog-raphers,  are  all  under  Civil  Service,  with  salaries  set  by 
the  State  Welfare  Compensation  Board.  A  Bachelor's  degree  is  required  for 
the  Director  and  the  two  social  workers. 

The  Federal  government  pays  one-half  and  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  pays  one-quarter  of  all  administrative  costs,  including  salaries. 

SWAMPSCOTT  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

Swampscott's  Housing  Authority  is  a  special  corporation,  independent  of 
the  town.  Its  funds  come  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  There 
are  five  members  of  the  Authority,  four  of  them  elected  by  the  voters  of  the 
town  for  five-year  terms  with  staggered  expiration  dates.  The  fifth  member  is 
appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Housing  Authority.  An  Executive 
Director,  chosen  by  the  Authority,  carries  out  the  policies  which  the  Authority 
formulates. 

There  are  two  projects:  Veterans'  Housing,  36  units,  on  Cherry  Street, 
built  in  1950;  and  Elderly  Housing,  40  units,  on  Duncan  Terrace,  built  in  1960^ 
A  second  proposed  Elderly  Housing  Project  will  contain  44  units. 

Periodic  inspection  of  grounds  and  apartments  in  both  projects  is  made  by 
the  Authority  or  its  representatives. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

The  Director  of  Veterans'  Services,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  also 
designated  as  Veterans'  Agent,  Veterans'  Graves  Officer  and  Burial  Officer. 

Veterans  and  their  families  receive  advice  and  assistance  through  this 
office.  The  state  reimburses  the  town  for  fifty  per  cent  of  any  such  benefits. 
Other  forms  of  Federal  aid  directed  to  the  Veterans  Administration,  are  ad- 
ministered, such  as  pensions,  hospitalization,  rehabilitation  G.  I.  education  and 
education  for  war  orphans,  loans  and  mortgages. 

Through  requests  initiated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  money  is  appro- 
priated in  the  town  budget  for  any  special  services,  such  as  Memorial  Day  or 
Veterans'  Day  ceremonies,  as  well  as  for  decorations  and  wreaths  about  town, 
on  these  occasions. 

RECREATION 

The  town's  three  parks  —  Abbot,  Jackson  and  Phillips  —  offer  various 
opportunities  for  sports.  There  are  baseball  diamonds  and  basketball  courts 
at  all  of  them;  tennis  courts  at  Jackson  and  Phillips;  skating  and  ice  hockey 
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at  Jackson.  A  picnic  area  with  fireplaces  and  a  Lodge  are  available  at  Jackson, 
The  football  stadium  and  cinder  track  and  other  practice  fields  with  Field 
house  are  at  Phillips. 

During  the  summer,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  supervises  activities  in 
parks  and  school  playgrounds.  There  is  Red  Cross  swimming  instruction  at 
Fisherman's  Beach,  and  programs  for  retarded  and  handicapped  children.  Babe 
Ruth  baseball,  Pop  Warner  football.  Bantam  League  hockey  programs  and 
several  basketball  programs  are  offered.  Numerous  Little  League  baseball 
teams  are  sponsored  by  private  groups. 

Children's  recreation  during  the  school  year  is  supervised  by  the  School 
Department  personnel  using  both  playgrounds  and  parks. 
Youth  Center 

With  guidance  and  staffing  help  from  the  Marblehead  Y.M.C.A.,  dances 
and  ski  trips  have  been  scheduled  since  September,  1966,  using  the  Ionic  Club 
building  as  a  base.  This  program  is  expanding  rapidly  and  is  expected  to 
become  a  full-fledged  Y.M.C.A.  soon. 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  seven  member  Conservation  Commission  was  first  created  by  the 
Selectmen  under  a  state  law  in  1960.  The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to 
conserve  the  natural  resources  of  the  town  and  to  educate  citizens  in  conser- 
vation. Through  its  influence,  with  help  from  the  garden  clubs,  workshops  in 
conservation  have  been  held  and  clubs  developed  in  the  schools.  The  Commis- 
sion has  also  helped  to  make  Muskrat  Pond,  which  adjoins  Shaw  Junior  High 
School  grounds,  useful  as  a  nature  laboratory. 

The  Commonwealth  has  placed  Palmer  Pond  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Selectmen.  Other  open  spaces  which  exist  in  the  area  of  Foster  Dam,  the 
Commission  hopes  may  be  kept  in  a  natural  state.

VII.  EDUCATION 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Swampscott  School  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members,  elected 
for  three-year  overlapping  terms.  They  serve  without  compensation.  There  are 
no  restrictions  on  the  number  of  terms  a  member  may  serve.  In  Massachusetts, 
the  School  Committee  carries  out  its  responsibilities  for  the  proper  operation 
of  the  schools  in  accordance  with  State  Education  laws.  They  have  final  respon- 
sibility for  public  education;  they  appoint  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  elect 
and  contract  for  all  professional  school  personnel  and  other  help,  determine 
salary  policy,  and  are  responsible  for  the  policies,  operation  and  maintenance 
of  all  existing  schools.  A  most  important  annual  duty  is  to  analyze  each  item 
in  the  school  budget,  accept  it  or  request  changes.  The  completed  budget  is 
presented  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  a  review,  then  to  Town  Meeting  for 
adoption.  By  state  law  adoption  of  the  budget  as  submitted  is  binding  upon 
the  Town. 
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School  Budget 

In  1966  the  local  school  budget  was  $1,951,632  of  which  S5Vc  was  for 
salaries.  This  amounted  to  607r  of  the  local  tax  dollar.  State  aid  contributed 
about  .  Federal  aid,  usually  on  a  matching  basis,  is  earmarked  for  specific 
purposes,  such  as  teaching  materials  in  science,  mathematics  and  other  subjects. 

Expenditures  in  1966  were  $708  per  pupil,  which  is  in  the  upper  10''^  of 
the  State. 

Superintendent 

The  schools  are  administered  by  the  Superintendent  who  carries  out  the 
broad  policies  formulated  by  the  School  Committee.  The  Superintendent  gives 
a  major  portion  of  his  time  to  the  development  and  coordination  of  the  cur- 
iculum.  He  also  directs  all  maintenance  projects,  expansion  projects,  and  retains 
full  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  annual  school  budget.  He  is 
responsible  for  recruitment  and  personnel  selection.  He  also  functions  as  a 
supervisor  of  elementary  education  under  the  present  system,  and  as  admin- 
istrator of  special  services,  such  as  guidance,  special  education,  food  services 
and  transportation. 

Assistant  Superintendent 

The  Assistant  Superintendent  in  appointed  by  the  School  Committee.  He 
works  in  an  administrative  capacity  and  is  also  director  of  informational  ser- 
vices, administrator  of  the  Professional  Advancement  Plan  and  is  responsible 
for  the  development  and  coordination  of  all  State  and  Federal  aided  projects 
for  the  School  Department. 

Principals 

All  principals  are  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent. 

They  are  responsible  for  directing  the  work  of  their  staff  members  within 
the  boundaries  set  by  the  School  Committee  and  as  interpreted  by  the  Super- 
intendent. 

There  are  four  elementary  school  principals,  a  junior  high  school  principal 
and  a  senior  high  school  principal.  They  devote  full  time  to  supervision  and 
administration  of  the  school  program. 
Schools  and  School  Enrollment 

There  are  four  elementary  schools,  each  with  a  kindergarten;  a  three-year 
junior  high  school,  and  a  three-year  high  school.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Library  Board  is  composed  of  three  Trustees,  one  elected  each  year 
for  three  years.  They  elect  their  chairman  and  appoint  the  librarian,  who  must 
have  a  degree  in  library  science  from  an  accredited  college.  There  is  a  staff  of 
six  full-time  and  seven  part-time  employees,  a  full-time  and  two  part-time 
janitors. 

Sources  of  funds  are:  the  town;  state  aid,  amounting  to  twenty-five  cents 
per  capita  of  population;  federal  aid  of  five  hundred  dollars  a  year;  interest 
on  several  bequests.  State  law  requires  that  the  fines  collected  on  overdue 
books  (about  $2400  per  year)  must  be  paid  to  the  town.  The  book  collection  in 
1966  contained  44,790  volumes,  of  which  33,747  are  for  adults. 

Story  hours  are  held  for  pre-school  children  and  for  other  ages  that  enjoy 
them.  Upon  request,  collections  of  books  are  supplied  to  school  classes.  Slides 
picturing  Swampscott  since  the  late  nineteenth  century  may  be  borrowed  by 
groups;  phonograph  records  are  loaned  to  individuals.  A  projector  and  screen 
are  available  for  use  in  the  library,  as  is  a  record  player.  An  auditorium  seat- 
ing one  hundred  is  free  to  community  groups  who  register  for  it.  After  9  P.M. 
a  janitor's  fee  is  charged.

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS  SERVICES 

CHARLES  W.  DWYER,  Director 

The  most  significant  development  during  the  previous  year  was  the  in- 
crease in  amounts  allowed  Veterans  by  the  Federal  Administration  for  educa- 
tion, compensation  for  service-connected  disability,  and  pensions  for  non- 
service-connected  disability.  Assistance  on  the  Federal  level  is  direct  and 
covers  loans,  compensation,  pensions,  insurance,  education,  and  V.  A.  hos- 
pitalization. 

Also  increased  were  the  guide  lines  of  the  State  budget  as  rates  and  bene- 
fits reflected  the  higher  fees  paid  under  Medicare  and  Medicaid  programs. 
Funds  spent  for  State  benefits  for  ordinary  living  expenses,  health,  and  mis- 
cellaneous items  are  repaid  in  part  to  the  Town  by  the  Commonwealth.  We  do 
not  have  many  cases  over  65  years  of  age  but  we  do  have  a  considerable  number 
of  temporary  cases.  The  latter  usually  involve  Veterans  with  families,  but  the 
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Town  is  relieved  of  the  burden  as  they  recover  and  return  to  work,  or  become 
eligible  for  Federal  funds.  Widows  and/or  children  may  also  be  eligible. 

Wives  and  families  of  servicemen  now  in  Vietnam  would  be  helped  in  hard- 
ship cases,  the  bulk  of  the  aid  being  provided  by  the  State.  Inquiry  should  be 
made  if  there  is  any  question  of  eligibility. 

Since  this  office  operates  on  a  part-time  basis,  hours  are  Monday  and 
Thursday  mornings  and  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  afternoons;  other- 
wise, by  appointment. 

Veterans  appreciate  the  continued  interest  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  cooperation  of  all  departments.

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A  SPECIAL  ELECTION  was  held  on  Monday,  May  22,  1967,  at  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  then  and  there  to  vote  on  the  following  questions,  viz:

80A  now  pending  in  Essex  Superior  Court,  No.  14825  and  known  as  Town 
of  Swa.mpscott  vs.  Harry  Remis  et  al,  to  develop,  improve  and /or  maintain 
,«aid  land,  and  that  the  sum  of  $128,000.  be  appropriated  therefor,  to  be 
jaised  as  follows: 

That  the  sum  of  $112,000.  is  appropriated  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
land  shown  as  Lot  10  on  Plate  33  on  the  Assessors'  map,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  a  comfort  station  thereon;  that  to  raise  this  appropriation  $4,000. 
shall  be  included  in  the  1967  tax  levy  and  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  issue  $108,000.  in  bonds  or  notes 
payable  within  ten  years  from  their  dates  under  Section  7(3)  of  Chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws  as  amended;

borrow  $9,250.  under  Section  7(5)  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as 
amended: 

Further  that  the  sum  of  $5,750.  is  appropriated  to  maintain  and  op- 
erate these  facilities  and  to  make  other  improvements  on  said  property, 
and  that  to  raise  this  appropriation  $2,000.  shall  be  transferred  from 
Article  16  of  the  1961  Warrant  and  that  $3,750  shall  be  included  in  the  1967 
tax  levy." 

2.  Shall  the  Town  vote  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1967  wherein  under  Article  20  it  was  voted  201  in  favor  to  22  against  *'to 
take  by  eminent  domain  or  purchase  that  portion  of  Lot  2  on  Plate  30  of 
the  Assessors'  Map  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  lying  between  Palmers 
Pond  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  for  recreation  purposes,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  be  appropriated  therefor."
